Monroe, Ga. August 2.—(Special.)—Did 
Dr. John Jefferson Poore, of this city, de- 
libeately Joad himself with $4500 of life 
insurance and then coolly kill himsef so 
that his brother, a heathy, successful young 
dentist of Augusta, might obtain the money? 

Or is it. true that Dr. Poore’s death, 


which happened two weeks ego today, was 


the result of rheumatism of the heart, and 


,that possession of policies, none of which 


had yet called for th® payment of the sec- 
ond premium, and all of which had been 
issued during the present year, was due 
to the doctor’s desire to invest his money 
in life insurance rather than risk it 
ip other investments? 

Just now and, in fact, since the death 
of the doctor, these two questions have 
been the absorbing ones here, and the 
probabilities are that even the decrees of 
the court, which may soon be sought in 
the matter, will not forever put the matter 
at rest, so thoroughly partisan and posi- 
tive are the two factions now. discussing 
the matter. 

Two weeks ago this morning Dr. Poore 
was one of the leading and prominent cit- 
izens of Walton county, a physician of 
excellent standing. Dr, Poore’s body is 
now resting in the Monroe cemetery and the 
g00d name he bore through life is being 
badgered around by many who were once 
his friends and zealously defended by those 
who still believe in the character the young 
practitioner made for himself during the 
years Monroe was his home. 

Not within the history of insurance in 
Georgia has a case like the one Dr. Poore’s 
life and death have created been recorded, 
and the probabilities are that before the 
matter is finally disposed of—it will never 
be set at rest in the minds of the people 
here—it will have become a case known 
and watched by insurance men all over 
the union, if not all over the world, where 
insurance figures, 

Dr. Poore, at the time of his death, was 
carrying $45,000 of life insurance, and that 
in the face of the fact that he was young, 
Strong, active and energetic, with very 
little probability of death. In fact, 0 
Strong was the doctor that the insurance 
companies all classed him as an excellent 
risk, and when it became known that he 
Was taking on a policy or two, insurance 
agents from all sections of the state rep- 
resenting all kinds of companies, boned 
him for a write up. None of them, it ap- 
pears, stopped to think that the doctor 
Was taking on more than he ought to carry, 
er more than his income would permit him 
to keep unless his sources of revenue were 
unknown to those about him. Neither did 
any one at that time remark upon the 


.fact that the doctor had no one dependent 


upon him for a living, and no one who 
would suffer in the event he should die 
penniless. Without wife or child and appa- 
rently alone in the world the doctor was 
when he placed these policies in the com- 
panies that accepted him as a risk. It was 
Known, however, both here and to the 
agents who wrote the risks that the doctor 
had a brother, like himself, strong and 
active, and a mother old, but not unpro- 
vided for, because of the fact that she 
is now the wife of a well-to-do farmer. 

The fact that Dr. Poore had no one he 
might wish to give his life to enrich pre- 
vented any one from suspecting at that 
time that he was simply loading himself 
with life insurance, his mind then made 
up to do himself and leave a good estate 
in cold, hard dollars. 

But now since the death of the doctor 
these things are being discussed and it is 
Openly asserted. that when Dr. Poore ob- 
tained the first policy on his life he had 
figured his death as one of the results, 
and that when the money for which the 
policies call is paid, if it is paid, the full 
plan of Dr. Poore will have been carried 
out. Those who make these assertions, 
however, can bring no proof other than 
circumstances and appearances to sustain 
them. 


Seeking for a Motive. 


Busy and industrious as are the rumors — 


concerning Dr. Poore’s death they are 
finding quite an opposition from the friends 
of the late doctor, and the friends of Dr. 
Stephen O. Poore, his brother, who is now 
here for the purpose of winding up the 
affairs of the estate. 

What object, ask the doctor’s friends, 
could he have in taking om insurance and 
tnen killing himself? His brother is strong 
and able to care for himself, while his 
mother is provided for. He could not possi- 
bly have been in’any way benefited and was 
too fond of life and those near and dear to 
him to have deliberately killed himself, 
Fo that, others might be made richer. Be- 
ing a man who made money they assert 
he had the right to invest that money just

Surance rather than in Other securi- 
ties does not in the leagt indicate to them 
that the doctor contemplated any thing of 
the kind. The Statement that he was not 
able to carry the amount of insurance is 
denied by those who take sides with the 
doctor, yet hone of them are any more 
able to say what the doctor’s practice was 
worth than are those who say that it was 
not sufficient to pay the premiums, 

Both factions in this lively discussion 
have many declarations which bear them 
out and only a few hours in the town is 
needed for one to convince himself that 
Dr. Poore was a man, cool, calculating and 
shrewd, with no love for life, but an in- 
Satiable appetite for doing g0od to others 
even at the expense of his own life, or to 
satisfy himself that Dr. Poore was a man 
of prudence, and that after having exer- 
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ment is made that the paper is inviolate 
except for non-payment of premiums or as- 
Seesments only. 

Immediately after obtaining this policy, 
the doctor appears to have jumped into life 
insurance with an abandon rarely equaled 
by a country physician, and rarely tolerated 
by insurance companies wishing only the 
best kind of work. In rapid succession he 
sought and obtained policies in variout 
companies, until he had hanging over his 
head the comfortable furtune of $50,000. But 
for some reason he let €5,000 of the amount 
go by, and now Colonel Felker will seek to 
collect only $45,000. It may seem strange, 
too, that the very compahy which carried 
the doctor, and which will not now be call- 
ed upon, is a Masonic insurance associa- 
tion. The doctor was a Mason, one of the 
highest and brightest in this section of 
the state. 

By the end of January Dr. Poore had 
placed $30,000 on his life. Within nine days 
he had gone from a man without a penny 
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cised that prudence he suddenly died and 
that now there are those who are besmirch- 
ing his name through only a desire to bring 
themselves into notoriety and before the 
public, 

Story of His Life. 

But be that as it may, here are facts in 
the case and those who read them can 
draw their own conclusions: 

Dr. Poore at the time of his death was a 
little less than thirty-nine years of age. 
When yet quite young, he married and 
became the father of one child. His wife 
died several years ago, and the child, too, 
leaving the doctor alone in the world ex- 
cept for a Brother, Dr. S. O. Poore, and a 
widowed mother. Some timein the eighties 
the two brothers came to Walton county 
and rented a piece of land near this place, 
upon which they went to farming. While 
there both put in what time their field 
work did not require in study. Dr. John 
Poore selected medicine as his line of study, 
while Dr. Stephen Poore chose dentistry. 
After obtaining money enough by farming 
to carry them through college the two 
brothers went to Atlanta, where they grad- 
uated. Dr. John Poore was the first to 
graduate, however, and after obtaining his 
diplema from the Southern Medical college, 
in March, 1888, came to Monroe and located, 
while his brother, after graduating in den- 
tistry, went to Augusta. 

Dr. Poore finally built up a fair practice 
here, but just what that practice was 
worth no one can say, and upon it much 
now depends. Never at any time in life 
“was it apparent that he had acqyired or 
was acquiring any great amount of money. 

Death of His Wife. 

After locating here, Dr. Poore married 
Mrs. Lawrence, whose husband died of con- 
sumption, and upon whose life there was 
an insurance at that time. Dr. Poore was 
the examining physician when the policy 
was written for Mr. Lawrence, but the 
amount of that policy no one now seems to 
recall. Dr. Poore’s second wife was not a 
woman of excellent health, and a year or 
so after his marriage a surgical operation 
was deemed necessary. The doctor accom- 
panied the lady to Atlanta, where the oper- 
ation was performed, and where she died 
from the effects of it. The body was 
brought back to this place, and was interred 
in the old family burying grounds near the 
lady’s old home and at some Iittle distance 
from the cemetery here where the doctor's 
remains now rest. 

In January last Dr. Poore appears to 
have been seized with something akin toa 
mania for life insurance. Up to that time 
he did not have a dollar on his life, but 
within less than thirty days he had policies 
in his possession representing a life insur- 
ance of $30,000. Much of the doctor’s con- 
versation with his friends during that time 
was about life insurance, and the great 
benefit it was to mankind that companies 
had been organized which for and in con- 
sideration of the payment of fees during 
life would after death pay to the heirs a 
stipulated sum. it was not the doctor’s 
first experience with insurance, however, 
as is evidenced by papers found among his 
effects since his death. In his papers are 
evidences of the fag&® that he carried 
a policy during the life of his wife, and that 
he let it lapse soon after her death. Papers 
were also found which show that he once 
carried an insurance {in some sort of a 
social protective order and another in the 
Golden Chain. 

He Takes Insurance. 

Of his recent deals in life insurance, his 
first venture Was made on the 22d day of 
January last. As has been stated, at that 
time he did not have one cent of life in- 
surance, but on the evening of that day he 
had been accepted by the Atlanta Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, and held a policy 
calling for $5,000, That policy, like the 
others, is now in the posséssion of Colonel 
Felker, attorney for the estate, and 
upon it a demand for payment will be made 
in a few days. Attached to the policy is a 
receipt for $50,55, the amount of the first 
premium. That receipt bears date, however, 
of February 3d, twelve days later than the 
date of the policy, thus indicating that the 
money was not paid at the time the policy 
was written. By the terms of the policy, 
the next premium due the company matured 
on. July 22d, just ten days after the doctor's 


death. 
In the body of the policy Dr. 8. O. Poore

of insurance to a man with a comfortable 
fortune ready for those he might favor in 
event of his death. 

The first policy he secured was, as has 
been atated, one-written by the Atlanta 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of At- 
lanta, Ga. 

Gets More Insurance. 

On January 28th, six days later, he se- 
cured the second. It was by the Fidelity 
Mutual Life Association, of Philadelphia. 
It was for $10,000 and was made on the 
twenty-year plan. To the policy was at- 
tached a receipt acknowledging $180.20 in 
full payment of all fees and annual dues 
to the same date in 1897. This is made 
payable to the dead man’s estate. It is the 
company which has L. G. Fouse for presi- 
dent, the man who chased Helmes to his 
death a few months ago in Philadelphia. 
The agent of the company is Mr. R. L. 
Cox, of Monroe. 

Three days later Dr. Poore secured $10,600 
more on nis life. This risk was by the 
Washington Life Insurance Comsfiny, and 
it is the only old-line company in which 
the doctor was placed. The risk ig evi- 
denced by two policies for $5,000 each. 
Both were written the same day, one im. 
mediately after the other. The first policy 
is numbered 93,883. Attached to it is a re- 
ceipt for $70, showing that all premiums 
had been paid for one year. The other 
policy called for a like amount and showed 
that the same premium—$70—had been paid, 
and that nothing more was expected for 
a year. It was numbered 93,884. One of 
these policies had been requested in the 
name of Elizabeth C. Turner, his mother, 
but somehow it was made payable to the 
estate. Both of these policies were paya- 
ble in five years. 

These were the policies, with the three 
in the Masonic company, Dr. Poore had 
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carried up to June. In all they represented 
$30,000, and for them he had paid out $370.75. 
Of this $50.55 had been paid the Atlanta 
Mutual, $180.20 to the Fidelity Mutual Life 
of Philadelphia, and $140 to the Washington 
Life. Except in the cése of the Atlanta 
company, the payments carried him one 
year. In that company he had a contract 
to pay $50.55 morecn July 22d. 
The Doctor Badly Injured. 

Some ti'me-in February the doctor went 
into his stable one night, and while there 
was hit across the back of the head by a 
pizce of faliing timber. The lick was a 
severe one, and though the doctor was 
within calling distance of help, be made 
his way to the hotel where he lived. Seek- 
ing his room, he sent for Dr. Hammond, 
and for more than @ month he was very 
sick. His brother was sent for and during 
the illness Was very attentive to the doc- 
tor. More than once during that time Dr. 
Poore’s life was despaired of. Dr. Elkin, 
of Atlanta, was sent for. He had known

Is What Senator dames K. Jones Says 
About Peek’s Insinnation 


THAT SACRIFICE OF SEWALL 


And Putting of Watson in His Place 
on the Ticket 


WAS AGREEABLE TO THE ARKANSAS SENATOR 


Not Ready To Announce the Execu- 
tive Committee—Undecided as to 
Location of Headquarters. 


Washington, August 2.—Senator Jones, 
of Arkansas, chairman of the national 
democratic committee, @rrived” in Wash- 
ington at noon today, and after a few 
hours’ rest at his resMence, went down 
fo the headquarters @ the democratic 
congressional canrpaign,committee, where 
he had an hour’s talk with Secretary 
Gardner, who had com@ to town from his 
summer home at Laurel, Md., to meet 


him. 

Tonight the senator said that he was 
not yet ready to annownce the executive 
comm’ .tee, although it was possible that 
he would name several of the members 
in a day or two. He had practically 
made up his nfind as to some of them, 
but he did not care tc disclose them to- 
night. Perhaps the executive committee 
would not be announced or, at any rate, 
completed until the full meeting of the 
national committee in New York on the 
llth instant. At that time the location 
of the national campaign headquarters 
would also be selected and in all proba- 
bility the selection would not be made 
before that time. 

The senator’s choice for headquarters 
was about evenly divided between Wash- 
ington and Chicago. He recognized great 
advantages in each, and some disadvan- 
tages. There was no denfocratic morning 
paper of prominence in Chicago and the 
others there, he said, were dishonest— 
worse, in fact, than in any city in the 
country. He thought he could rely on 
the dissemination of fair reports from 
Washington, for although no democratic 
paper is printed here, the newspapers in 
the national capital were fair and the 
machinery for news dissemination was 
unequaled. 

Denies Peek’s Assertion. 

With regard to the insinuation of W. L. 
Peek, in The Atlanta Journal yesterday, 
that he (Chairman Jones) had expressed 
a willingness to sacrifice Sewall and urged 
Watsan’s nomination, the senator said 
tonight that it was utterly baseless. He 
had received a note from Mr. Peek stating 
that Watson’s nomination would be the 
salvation of Bryan and he had not an- 
swered it or paid any attention to it. He 
had been in St. Louis during the populist

New Orleans States Announces for 
Bryan and Sewall. 

New Orleans, La., August 1.—(Specia!.)— 
The New Orleans States, which was one 
of the first southern gold standard demv- 
cratic papers to bolt the Chicago plat- 
form and candidate, and has been a bolter 
ever since, today announces that it will 
support Bryan and Sewall, and declares: 

‘We can see nothing for southern dem- 
ocrats whatever to do except to support 
the regular democratic ticket. We are 
confropted on one hand with free silver 
and on the other, political vagaries. That 
is bad, it is true, but, on the other hand, 
we are threatened with Force bills, a 
rcitber system of tariif taxation, which 
has brought upon ws all the ills we are 
now subjected to; negro domination, an 
incubus of evil, that if once fixed upon 
us we will not be able to throw off in a 
quarter of a century—that will be intolera- 
ble!’’

The electors SO nominated will be 
instructed to vote for Bryan and for either 
Sewall or Watson, whichever has the ma- 
jority of votes cast in the United States.

Informs His Gold Standard Friends

Cincinnati, O., August 2.—(Special.)— 
Paul J. Sorg, the Middletown tobacco king, 
the wealthiest man in the last congress, 
personal friend of President Cleveland 
and a gold aemocrat, has announced that 
he cannot accept another term in congress.

He attended ser- 
vices at the First Presbyterian church in 
the morning and took a drive in the after- 
noon.

Mr. Bryan's attention was called tonight 
to a statement published ih a Chicago paper 
this morning that he had promised the 
position of attorney general in the event 
of his election to Governor Altgeld. He im- 
mediately dictated the following: 

‘“‘In order to answer once for all in regard 
to rumors of promises of places I desire to 
say that I have not directly or indirectly 
promised any Office of any kind to any 
person whomsoever, and shall not during 
the campaign promise any office of any 
kind to any person.”

SHOT HIS WIFE.

Then Put Two Bulletg in His Own 
Breast—Wife Murder and Suicide 
at Galveston. 


Galveston, Tex., August 2.—(Special.)—At 
12:30 o’clock today a little two-room cot- 
tage at the foot of Thirty-first and Beach, 
the home,of Emile Gruber, wife and four 
children, was the scene of a _ frightful 
tragedy. 

In a passfon of jealousy Gruber shot his 
wife twice, one shot taking effect in the 
hip and lodging in the abdomen, the other 
entering behind the right and coming out 
near the left corner of the mouth. Gruber 
then turned the gun upon himself and fired 
two shots into his breast near the heart 
and died instantly. 

Mrs. Gruber lingered till 6 o’clock this 
evening and died in the Sealy hospital. 

The only witnesses to the tragedy were 
the helpless children. The eldest, a pretty 
little girl of twelve summers, said: 

“Before papa shot’ mamma he set her 
clothes on fire and tried to burn her up, 
but I put it out.” 

The mother’s dress bore out the truth of 
the child’s statement. 

Gruber was about thirty-five years old 
and drove a beer wagon and fished for a 
living. Mrs. Gruber was thirty years of 
age and frequently complained of the 
brutal treatment of her husband, but he 
had the neighbors so completely terrified 
they were afraid to interfere and dared 
not enter the house after the shooting till 
the police arrived, although the children 
were screaming from the house, the eldest 
of which is twelve and the youngest two 
years of age. 

The room in which the tragedy occurred 
presented a ghastly spectacle. Husband and 
wife were lying near each other covered 
with blood, the former dead and the latter 
gasping for life. 


COLLAPSE OF A BUILDING 


During a Storm—A Young Man and 
a Young Lady, Who Had Sought 
Shelter, Killed. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 2.—Maynard 
Covans, a well-known young man, and Miss 
Dovie Proctor, daughter cf a prominent 
citizen, were instantly killed, and Miss Dela 
Bishop, a friend of Miss Proctor, fatally in- 
jured by a falling building at Columbus 
City, Ala., last night.

roads, day and night, are all under arrest 
except three, so far as known. 

The raid was effective, and the work of 
the grand jury and courts speedy. Three of 
the outlaws have already been sent to the 
Ohio penitentlary, five are doing time in the 
Meigs county jai) here and four have been 
sent to the Cincinnati workhouse. Charles 
Hysell, Asa Taylor, Harry Butcher and 
John Taylor, sons of prominent farmers, are 
held in heavy bonds charged with highway 
robbery. All have confessed to numerous 
oftenses. Thomas Evans, a wealthy horse- 
man, and his son, Thomas, Jr., were both 
arrested. Charles Hysell, who was one of 
the party of five, made up of the Evenses, 
Fred Nelson, Harry Wines and himself, to 
raid Tupper’s Plains July 2d, confessed and 
named the stores, houses and people robbed, 
and what was secured from each victim. 

They were held to court on charges of 
highway robbery, grand larceny and arson 
in heavy bonds. 

Charles Hysell told of a hundred offenses, 
including the robbery of a peddler, who was 
knocked down, beaten and robbed of $300. 
The gang had a reserve fund of $1,000, and 
when the raid began the men who had 
possession of this money disappeared with 
all of it. 

The country people, who did not dare to 
go about, day or night, unarmed, are now 
moving around more freely, and the depre- 
dationg have ceased. Twenty-seven arrests 
have been made, and no fewer than fifteen 
are bound for the penitenttary; Hysell will 
be fined. The gang have terrorized the 
whole county for six months, but their 
many lawless acts have escaped general 


notice. 


COYLE CAME HOME DRUNK. 


When His Father Unbraided Him, He 
Killed the Old Man. 

Greensburg, Pa., August 2.—One of the 
most fiendish murders ever committed in 
‘this locality was perpetrated at the little 
mining village of Darrah, near the Madison 
coal works, on last night about 12 o’clock. 
Patrick Coyle, an old gray haired miner, 
seventy years of age, was pounded and 
choked to death by his“son, Walter Coyle, 
aged about twenty-four years. Old Mrs. 
Cole, the mother of the murderer, was an 
eye-witness to the horrible crime, and on 
her knees pleadtd for the life of her hus- 
band, but finally was compelled to flee. 

Young Coyle’s wife recently became de- 
mented and was sent to an asylum on Fri- 
day last, Coyle’s aged parents taking 
charge of her infant. Young Coyle came 
home last Saturday, night and was re- 
proached by his father for drinking and

Terrible Sunday Tragedy Occurs 
in Thomas County, 


COLONEL LILLY SHOT DOWN 


Rushin Fires on Him, Then Almost Severs 
the Head from the Body. 


ATTEMPTS TO POISON SELF 


Swallows Four Ounces of Laudanum; 


but Stomach Refuses To Retain It. 


MURDERER IS NOW SURROUNDED AT HOME 


Refuses To Surrender and Says He 
Will Die by His Own Hand First. 
It Is Thought That He Is In- 
sane from Financial 
Troubles. 


Thomasville, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
At Metcalfe, ten miles below here, the 
afternoon services at the Baptist church 
were interrupted by a horrible murder and 
an attempted suicide. 

John T. Rushin, a prominent man of this 
séction, shot and killed Colonel James F. 
Lilly and therm cut his victim’s throat. 
As soon as he was sure that he had com- 
pleted his work. Rushin swallowed four 
ounces of laudanaum and rushed from the 
church with the men of the congregation 
in pursuit. In the fearful panic that fol- 
lowed tMe firing of the first shot, a dozen 
women fainted and were badly hurt by 
the others trying to make a hasty exit 
from the building. 

The afternoon session of Sunday school 
had just begun. Colonel Lilly was instruct- 
ing one of the classes, while near him 
the minister had charge of another. Rush- 
in entered the little building and stood 
for several minutes watching Colonel Lil- 
ly, Who did not know that Rushin was 
about. There had been no threats made 
by elther of the men. 

Suddenly Rushin seemed to go wild with 
rage. He threw his hat to the floor and 
pulled out a pistol. The minister threw 
up his hands in warning, crying out: “For 
God’s sake, man, do not shoot!’ 

Panic in the Church. 

The panic was instantaneous. Imme- 
diately Rushin fired: on Colonel Lilly, who 
turned, being unarmed, and ran from the 
building. The children, frightened to inac- 
tivity, huddled together and sobbed. The 
older boys and girls fell under benches. 
As Colonel Lilly ran, Rushin continued fir- 
ing. Three bullets entered the body of 
the fleeing man, and he fell on the outside 
of the building fatally shot. Rusnin paused 
for a moment, kicking Colone! Lilly’s body 
and cursing. Two men attempted & ap- 
proach him, but he ordered them back at 
the point of his pistol, and drawing «@ 
razor almost completely severed his vic- 
tim’s head from his body. 

Slipping the razor back into his pocket 
he continued to hold his pursuers off, and 
drank from a boftle four ounces of laud- 
anum. He was so thoroughly nauseated 
that Ne was unable to retain the poison on 
hig stomach, 

From his actions it was plain that he was 
either deliriously drunk or crazy. He ran 
from the crowd and went to his home, 
half a mile away, and barricaded himself 
in. In his room he has a shotgun, two 
pistols and a razor Every effort has been 
made to induce him to come out, but he 
has persistently refused, declaring that 
he will kill himself first. 

The county physician caught sight of 
Rushin, and says that the man is undoubt- 
edly crazy. Rushin owed Lilly money, and 
it is supposed that worry over it caused 
his mind to become unbalanced.

DELGADO ARRIVES AT KEY WEST 


He Says Zayas’s Reported Death Is a 
Spanish Lie. 


Key West, Fila, August 2.—This after- 
noon about 2 o’clock the pilot boat Glance 
returned to port, having picked up a emall 
boat twenty-five miles out in the gulf, 
with Commander Joaquin Delegado, Lieu- 
tenant Fernando de Velasco and a Span- 
ish boatman, they having left Cuba’s shore 
last Friday night. Saturday morning they 
fell in with a Norwegian bark, which took 
them on board and brought them Over. 
The baat they left Cuba in being in a leaky 
condition, the captain of the bark exchang- 
ed them a better one. 

Commander Delegado hrings important 
dispatches for the Cuban junta. Being 
interviewed, he said that provisions were 
very ecarce in Pinar del Rio, but plenti- 
ful in the province of Havana, He said 
that Ddattles are of daily occurrence in 
Pinar del Rio and the province, with the 
exception of the capitol, is in the hands of 
the insurgents. 

Lieutenant Velasco is a member of Gen- 
eral Zayas’s staff. Being asked about the 
reported death of Zayas, he stated it was a 
lie. Tle claims the report started from 
the fact fhat a young man was killed a 
few days ago who bore Boome resemblance 
to Zayas, and the Spaniards, eager to 
speed such a report, grasped at the fact 
of the resemblance to report that Gen- 
eral Zayas was dead. 

Delegado and party left Cuba from Martel 
and just as they were about to leave three 
Spanish soldiers came upon them, when 
a hand to hand fight took place. Delegado 
and companions killed the three. The 
blood-stained machetes captured from the 
Spaniards are now in the possession of a 
Cuban club in this city. Both gentlemen 
are well armed and their weapons bear 
signs Of work done for the cause of Cuba 
libre.

CESPEDES AND PARTY ARRIVE. 


They Report the Cuban Situation Fa- 
vorable to the Insurgents. 

Quarantine, N. Y., August 2.—Among the 
passengers en the steamer Antilla, from 
Nassau, which arrived this evening, are 
Colonel Enrique Cespedes, of the Cuban 
army, and seven of his party, who left 
Nuevitas, Cuba, in a small boat and land- 
ed at Nassau, enfbarking on the Antilla 
for this port. Colonel Cespedes’s com- 
punions are M. C, Adama, Modisto Leon, 
Edwardo Laborde, Emillo Agrenot, Jose 
Cabrera, Grover Flint and John H. Smith. 

Flint is a representative of The New 
York Journal. Cofonel Cespedes carries 
a crutch, owing to a bullet wound in the 
knee. Hie says everything is very qulet 
in the eastern section of Cuba at present 
and the situation is very favorable for 
Cuban success. Active bostilities will 
commence in September in every part of 
the island. Very little news is exchanged 
between the eastern and western sections 
of the island.

He 
frequently declared that he did not want 
to die and asserted that he was not ready 


asked Dr. Hammond to send for Colonel

He Makes a Will. 

In the will Dr. Poore gave everything of 
which he died possessed, after paying his 
debts, to his brother, Te will was duly ex- 
ecuted and given to Colonel Felker for 
safe keeping and is now in existence. 

That Dr. Poore was very badly hurt 
all now agree, and the fact that he clung 
to iife with such tenacity at that time, 
and then subsequently talked cheerfully 
of death, predicting that he would soon 
be an angel and died surrounded by mys- 
tery, is now being commented upon freely. 

As soon as Dr. Poore was able to travel 
he went to Augusta with his brother, 
where he remained a month, and then came 
back to Monroe, 

In June the doctor secured another policy 
on his life, Reserve Fund in the Mutual 
Life Association, of New York, calling 
for $20,000. It was written by T. C. Blasin- 
game, of Monroe, who is agent of the com- 
pany here. The policy has pinned to it a 
receipt for $160 and the receipt shows that

it is for initiation fees, dues, etc. The re- 
ceipt was written by the agent and the 
policy shows that on the 4th day of Au- 
gust, October, December, February, April 
and June of each year the insured is re- 
quired to pay into the hands of the com- 
pany—not the agent—the sum of $62.60, mak- 
ing a total of $381.60 for the year. One 
clause in the contract between 
the insured and the insurer denies the 
agent the right to receive any money af- 
ter the first payment, or rather puts the 
policy-holder on notice that the company 
will collect all money after the first pay- 
ment. Since the dggth of the doctor it 
has been questioned as to whether or not 
he really paid the money shown by the 
receipt, but Mr. Blasingame put that mat- 
ter at rest by writing the following for pub- 
lication: 

“Mr. H. H. Furlow and mysélf wrote 
thea application of Dr. J. J. Poore for $20,- 
000 in the Mutual Reserve Fund Life As- 
sociation, of New York. The policy, when 
issued, was forwarded to H. H. Furlow. 
manager, who mailed it to me for delivery. 
I delivered the policy to Dr. Poore in per- 
son and received $160 in cash, for which 
my receipt attached to the policy will show. 

“T. Cc. BLASINGAME.” 


The Doctor’s Life in July. 

Subsequent to obtaining that policy Dr. 
Poore was negotiating with another com- 
pany for another policy, but it was never 
secured, as the agent reached Monroe the 
day after the doctor died. 

During the first part of July Dr. Poore 
was slightly ill but was not confined to his 


"room. On the Tuesday of that week the 


Methodist conference met here, and Dr. 
Poore was one of a committee to receive 
the visiting ministers and escort them to 
the homes provided for them. He met 
every train at the depot and was very 
attentive to his duties. During the day 
it rained and the doctor got wet. Friday 
evening following, which was the 10th of 
the month, he went to his room and sent 
for Dr. Hammond. The doctor was out 
but when he received the message later 
and called he found Dr, Poore in bed with 
mustard and fly blisters applied to his 
chest, his knees, his ankles and his wrists, 
In reply to Dr. Hammond’s questions Dr. 
Poore said that he was suffering with 
rheumatism and that the pain was intense. 
Dr. Hammond prescribed and left the hotel. 
The next day, Saturday, he was sent for 
again and —« 4 he reached Dr. Poore that 
gentlemen was writhing in pain. He 
begged for some relief but did not want 
to take morphine if he could avoid it. Dr. 
Hammond discovered that his patient was 
very sick and began doing what he could 
for him. The fly blister, which he had re- 
moved the day before, was applied again 
to the chest but it gave no relief. About 9 
o’clock Dr. Hammond gave his patient an 
injection of morphia and atrophia. 
Still Dr. Poore’s' sufferings were in- 
tense and at 11 o’clock the dose was re- 
peated and Dr. Poore in a short time be- 
gan to grow easier. Dr. Hammond volhun- 
teered to remain with his fellow physieian 
during the night, but Dr. Poore said that 
a negro boy named Lumpkin had 
been engaged to at UP with him 
Lumpkin came about 2 o’clock and Dr. 
Hammond, after seeing Mrs. Gottheimer, 
wife of the proprietor of the hotel, who 
was sick, weht home, just across the street, 
leaving instructions for him to be called 
if he was needed. The next morning, 
Sunday, Dr. Hammond called to see Dr. 
Poore. The sick doctor was sitting on the 
side of the bed. Dr. Hammond was in- 
formed by his patient that he had passed 
about the best and easiest night he had 
had since being sick. The door to the 
room was open and a gentleman occupying 
the next room to Dr, Poore’s was passing 
by at the time. He saw the sick man and 
heard the remark. Dr. Hammond wanted 
to give Dr. Poore a Seidlitz powder, and 
reached for one which was on the table, 
but Dr. Poore said he did not want to take 
afraid it would make him 

Ham@iond agreed to defer the 

powder for a little while and went upon his 
rounds, promising to be back in a short 


time, 
Dr. Poore’s Sudden Death. 

He had been away less than thirty min- 
utes and was on his way back to give the 
doctor the powder and was in the act of 
entering the hotel when the boy rushed 
out calling for help, saying Dr. Poore was 
dying. Dr. Hammond hurried to the room 
and when he entered it found Dr. Poore 
lying ross the bed pith his head toward 
the f of it. He had been vomiting free- 
ly. I was unable to speak. Dr. 
Hammond observed at a glance that his 
patient was very ill, if not dying, and in- 
structed one of the boys to go for help. 
He sent to Dr. W. Hosea Moss for a hypo- 
dermic syringe, and in the meantime threw 
into Br. Poore’s arm an injection of nitro- 
glycerin. The injection had no effect 
whatever, and Dr. Hammond was feeling 
Dr. Poore’s pulse when Dr. Moss came in. 
It was apparent to both physicians that 
Dr. Poore was dying, and within a few 
minutes they turned him back upon the 
bed, dead. 

Death Caused Great Surprise. 

Never before has Monroe had a death 
more sudden or unexpected than the death 
of Dr. Poore. Very few people outside 
the hotel knew he was ill until after his 
death was announced. Bven in the hotel 
there were people who did not know that 
Poore was sick, and those who did 
know it were of the opinion that his ill- 


ness was slight, a mere cold, the result of

ple here and which will in all probability 
be ventilated in the courts before the end 
of the year. 

Within five minutes after the breath left 
Dr. Poore’s body it was openly stated on 
the streets that he had suicided, but when 
Dr. Hammond heard the statement he 
gave it an emphatic denial, declaring that 
the doctor had died of rheumatism of the 
heart. Immediately after the death Dr. 
Poore, of Augusta, was notitied. 

Dr. Poore’s great popularity and the sud- 
deiness of his death brought every one 
about the hotel and many sought admis- 
sion to the room where the dead body lay. 
Among others who came in were Mr. 
Lonyers, an old friend of Dr. Poore’s. The 
room was the one in which he lived in the 
Waltos hotel. To him“it was an office and 
home alike. There he slept and there he 
had his library, one of the finest in this 
section of the state. There he received his 
patients who came to his office for treat- 
ment. In it were his wearing apparel as 
well as his papers. In looking about the 
room Mr. Lonyers saw in the dressing case 
a package of papers. It was a half-dozen 
life insurance policies, and with them was 
a note, The note was in the well-known 
handwriting of Dr. Poore, and while it 
was not addressed to his’. brother, 
it Was apparent toall that it was 
intended for him. The note asked 
the brother in event of death for 
him to take charge of the body, have 
Undertaker Langford, of Loganville, bury 
it in Monroe with the Masons in_ at- 
tendance, to place a monument over his 
grave, pay his debts and to be frugal and 
careful with what was left. It seemed that 
the note had been placed with the polfcies 
so that it would be found when they were 
found. Subsequently the policies were 
turned over to Colonel Felker, who 
had been designated as attorney by 
Dr. Poore previous to. his iliness, 
but since then the note has ~not 
been seen, if the note went with them. 
That such a note did exist and that it was 
written by Dr. Poore even Dr. Poore’s most 
sanguine friends admit, but in admitting 
it they assert that the note was written 
because Dr. Poore had grown apprehensive 
and was contemplating that death might 
Overtake him through natural causes—not 
that he intended to suicide. On the other 
hand it is claimed that Dr. Poore wrote 
that note just before taking ¢he drug which 
killed him-and that only one more sen- 
tence would have been necessary to make 
all plain, and that was the declaration that 
he intended to kill himself. 

In most respects the wishes of the doctor 
as expressed in that note were carried out. 
Undertaker Langford, of Loganville, was 
sent for, although an Augusta undertaker 
Was present. Together the undertakers 
prepared the body for burial. It was em- 
balmed. An inquest was not considered 
necessary. Dr. Hammond had given a 
burial certificate assigning rheumatism of 
the heart and none of the physicians who 
disagreed with him asked for one. It ap- 
pears, however, that T. C. Blasingame, 
who represented 
which carried a large policy, asked if one 
was not going to be held. No one objected 
to one, as far as is known or can be ascer- 
tained, but none was held and the body 
was laid away under Dr. Hammond’s death 
certificate. 

One Doctor Said Suicide. 

But while the body was yet awaiting !n- 
terment Dr. Hammond's burial certificate 
was questioned—questioned almost before 
the ink on the death certificate had dried. 
It was not only questioned: it was openly 
contradicted, and the contradiction was 
made by the physician who had practiced 
alongside of Dr. Hammond and Dr. Poore 
—made by the physician who was present 
with Dr. Hammond when Dr. Poore drew 
his last breath. In contradicting Dr. Ham- 
mond, Dr. Moss asserted most positively 
that Dr. Poore’s death was due to 
atropla and that there was every evidence 
of the fact imprinted on the dead man’s 
face and in his eyes. 

Even long before the sheet had been 
drawn over the dead body to await the 
coming of the undertaker the statement 
of Dr. Hammond. and that of Dr. Moss 
were being repeated by almost every citizen 
of ‘Monroe. Naturally both physicians 
maintained their position, each seeking to 
convince the people that the other was 
wrong. Fortunately, or unfortunately, it 
remains to be seen which, there were other 
physicians in the town, and these, through 
curlosity or invitation, visited the room in 
which the body was resting and gave it an 
examination. Dr. Van Dorn and Dr. Galla- 
way were among the others who glanced 
at the body and strange to Say these two 
gentlemen took different views of the case. 
Dr. Van Dorn coincided with Dr. Moss 
while Dr. Gallaway concurred with Dr. 
Hammond. The disagreement of these two 
gentlemen did not allay the feelings on the 
outside. If anything it only augmented it 
and long before the body had been dressed 
for the casket the town was divided into 
hon doe 

"hen Colonel Felker took an invento 
of the dead man’s possessions he ne 
in addition to the insurance policies that 
the estate consisted of, one horse and 
buggy and a small lot, on which there is 
a stable, and his books and accounts. The 
horse and buggy might be worth $200, while 
the lot wee not valued at more than half 
as mucn. 


No Demand Made Yet. 

All of the stories current here, and more, 
too, have reached the ears of the insurance 
companies interested, and an impression is 
prevalent Nere that one or more of these 
may refuse to pay the money. But of 
that nothing can be said as yet, because 
no demand has been made for payment. 
Colonel Felker is now preparing his proofs 
of death, and when the papers are perfect- 
ed will ask the insurance companies to 
comply with their part of the contract. 
Until then nothing can be said about the 
matter, which has a better basis than 
rumor. Tomorrow Colonel Felker will sub- 
mit the will for probate, but as there ts 
no one to contest it or to offer any objec- 
tions, {t will go through all right. Then, 
after the will has been established, Colonel 
Felker will call upon the insurance com- 
panies for the money which has been dis- 
posed of by that will. If the companies re- 
sist, the fight will in all probsbilitw he ona 
of the liveliest ever known {fn the Walton 
county courts, It will divide the town 
Into two factions, a Poore crowd and an 
anti-Poore crowd. Drs, Hammond and 
Galloway will be relied upon by the plain- 
tiff to show that death resulted from the 
cause assigned in the nroofs, while Drs. 
Moss and Van Dorn will be used by the 
companies, Then, alone with the testi- 
mony of these physicians, will come many 
interestine stor'es from other narties, — 


A Witness Is Absent. 


3ut apart from the testimony of the 
physicians touching the death and the 
causes of it, there should be recorded the 
testimony of one witness, who appears to 
have been lost sight of by all up to the 
present. That witness is Lumpkin, ‘the ne- 
gro who sat up with Dr. Poore the last 
night of his life. Dr. Poore’s medical case 
was in the room during the night, and the 
negro might tell whether he went to it 
or not when Dr. Hammond was not in. 
Then there might be something tnteresting 
in what transpired that night the negro 
has not yet told, but it is impossible in the 
absence of the witness to say which side 
of the case would be benefited by what 
he might say. So far, the only statement 
traceable to the negro 1s that Dr. Poore 
arose from his bed once during the night 
and walked across the floor. Lumpkin, 
however, is not accessible just now. He 
was a free man that night, but the very 
next day was placed on trial in the Wal- 
ton court and sent to the chaingang for 
gaming. The case was hanging over the 
negro’s heed before, and he was out on 
bond at that time. [Lumpkin is now in 
Hall county, where he was sold. and is 
working out his sentence. It may be that 
his testimony may be worth something to 
one side or the other. 

While the doctor was sick last time it {s 
said he was given every possible care and 
attention by Mr. Gottheimer and the mem- 
bers of his family. Upon one occasion, 
possibly the dav before he died, some 
friends_were gathered in his room when 
death and angels were being discussed. 
Dr. Poore asked one of those present for 
a description of an angel. All gave what 
thev conceived to be a portrait of the ce- 
lestial inhabitant. and when they had com- 
pleted. the doctor remarked: 

well. I'll know tomorrow.” 

At the same hour the next day the doc- 
tor was den, 

Wanted To Buy Stock. 

During the, month of July Dr. Poore 
went to Major Sanders Walker, of the 
Monroe cotton mill, and expressed a de- 
sire to buy $10,000 of stock in that com- 
pany. The mill is a paying investment. 
Major Walker, knowing Dr. Poore's finan- 
cial condition, paid little attention to what 
Dr. Poore said. In addition to that, Ma: 
jor Walker had had a previous transaction 
with Dr. Poore, which did rot give him 
any reason to think the joctor could buy 
anything of much value. When the mill was 
organized and the books were open for

The Mutual Reserve Fund says: ‘Death 
of said member cauged by engaging in any 
violation of the law, or by his own hand, 
whether sane or insane, voluntary or in- 
voluntary, is not a risk assumed by this 
contract within three years after its date. 

The Fidelity Mutual Life Association 
says: “It is understood that if the mem- 
ber, within three years from the date 
hereof, die by his own hand, whether 
sane or tnsane, this policy shall be abso- 
lutely void except as to the money paid 
thereon, which money shall connie ie 
sum insured, and the association's lability 
under this policy.” 

The Atlanta Mutual has nothing to say 
of suicide, but on the contrary says: ox- 
cept for non-payment of premiums this 
policy shall be incontestable from date. 

All (the companies have provisions 
for voiding poicies in case of false state- 
ments in the applications, such as conceal- 
ing the mount of insurance held in other 
companies, etc. 

Those who assert it was suicide have 
another reason they assign for the act. It 
is known that Dr. Poore has been quite 
attentive to a lady living near Monroe 
and some assert that she did not encourage 
him and through a fit of despondency over 
that he killed himself. But there are very 
few who take any stock in that line of 
argument. Not long ago Dr. Poore re- 
celved a letter from Mrs. Bussey, of Au- 
gusta, with whom his brother was board- 
ing, in which she stated that she feared 
Dr. Steve was blood pofsoned. This pray- 
ed upon the dead man’s mind so much that 
his warmest friends noticed the change. 
His love for his brother was something 
every one knew and talked of. All could 
see why he would want to make life easy 
for him, but it is only the advocate of sui- 
cide who can see that ne was willing to 
give his life for that~ purpose. 

The relationship between the doctor and 
his mother were not so cordial by half as 
was the relationship between the two broth- 
ers. It is known, however, that Dr. Poore 
was fond of his mother and that he intend- 
ed to make at least one of the policies 
payable to her. Not only does one of the 
policies show this, but the doctor spoke 
to a friend about it. 

Personally Dr. Poore was a pleasant 
man. He was devoted to his friends. Only 
a day or two before his death there was an 
election for representatives in the county. 
Dr. Poore sent for Colonel Felker and want- 
ed to be taken to the polls in a buggy, 
but the colonel refused to listen to the prone 
osition. Dr. Poore, however, was deter- 
mined to vote for his friend and through 
Dr. Hammond and Colonel Felker secured 
the consent of all the candidates in the 
race to allow Dr. Hammond to receive the 
sick man’s ballot from his sick bed and 
cast it.

WHAT THE UNDERTAKER SAYS. 


Mr. Grealish Tells About Embalming 
the Body. 

Augusta, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)—The. 
sensational story published in Friday's 
Constitution concerning the doubts which 
have been raised as to the cause of the 
death of Dr. J. J. Poore, of Monroe, was 
read with great interest in Augusta. Dr. 
Poore has a brother in this city, and an 
Augusta undertaker and embalmer accom- 


subscription. Dr. Poore subscribed for ten. 
shares of the 


panied him to Monroe with a metallic coffin * 


on the day of Dr. Pooré’s death. 

Your correspondent called today at the 
undertaking establishment of Mr. Edward 
Platt and told hfm of the sensation which 
had been raised by the insurance compa- 
nies concerning the death of Dr. Poore, 
who had $50, insurance on his life. In 
response to my question Mr. Platt said that 
the news of Dr. Poore’s death in Monroe 
came in a telegram to his brother, Dr. J. 
M. Poore, who is a dentist in this city. 

The reference to the Masonic 4nterment, 
Mr. Platt explained, was made in order 
to have the undertaker place the proper 
Masonic emblem upon the coffin as is al- 
ways done in such cases, 

Mr. Platt said that it wasmot Dr, Poore's 
idea, at first, tq take an undertaker with 
him to Monroe. He expected only to buy 
the coffin here and have the burial arrange- 
ments attended to in Monroe. His assist- 
ant, Mr. Roy Grealish, accompanied Dr. 

Monroe. 
tn answer to a question 
whether or not he had discovered anything 
unusual in the appearance of the body 
when embalming it, replied: 

“Nothing whatever. There were no marks 
and nothing at all to indicate that death 
had resulted from any unusual cause.” 

The undertakers were asked if they could 
tell by the inspection of a body if death 
had resulted from poisoning. They replied 
that the evidences were quite distinct, but 
that poisonous medicines were frequently 
given by 
selves in the body afted death, and that 
they did not set up their judgment, of 
course, against the official and expert tes- 
timony of the doctor’s certificate concern- 
ing the cause of death. “Here is the doc- 
tor’s certificate which was given me in 
Monroe,”’’said Dr. Grealish, as he walked 
across to his desk. It is as follows: 

‘‘Monroe, Ga., July 13.—I hereby certify 
that J. J. Poore died of rheumatic peri- 
carditis. R. A. HAMMOND, M.D.” 

“When I extracted the blood from the 
body and injected the embalming fluid,’ 
kaid Mr. Grealish, ‘‘there were a few black 
splotches about the neck indicating the 
use of nitroglycerin, and I asked Dr. Ham- 
mond if he had injected dynamite, which 
is a usual remedy these days in seeking to 
revive the action of the heart. Dr. Ham- 
mond replied that he had done so. The em- 
balming process was entirely successful. 
The splotches referred to bleached out and 
I saw absolutely nothing unusual in the 
appearance of the body. There was noth- 
ing to excite my suspicion then, and now 
since the question has been raised I do 
not recall the slightest suspicious circum- 
stance.”’ 

When asked who was present Mr. Grea- 
lish replied that he had found the body 
in the room which had been occupied by 
Dr. Poore at the Monroe hotel: that sev- 
eral Masons who were in charge of the 
funeral arrangements were present, but 
that he does not recall their names, ff he 
was {Introduced to them. He himself was a 
stranger to all present except Dr. Poore, 
from Augusta, and a friend of his, Mr. 
Robinson, of the Augusta Furniture Com- 
pany, and Dr. Hammond, the phystican in 
charge of the case. He says Dr. Poore 
died in the forenoon and it was after 9 
o'clock at night before he reached him. 
Hiad there be poison in the blood it 
would have nifested itself plainly in 
that time. “In nine out of ten cases,” 
said Mr. Platt, ‘“‘we can detect the presence 
of chemical poisons. In the case of mor- 
phine there is a distension of the abdomen, 
and transparent blue spots appear on the 
body, while the eyes also plainly 
indicate it. In the case of poisoning with 
laudanum the distension takes place in 
the face instead of the abdomen, and there 
is a difference in the appearance of the 
spots which come out on the skin.”

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Convicts on the Public Road. 

The republican platform of the state 
of Missouri declares in favor of work- 
ing the convicts on the public high- 
Ways, and condemns the contract system 
which is in vogue in so many of the 
states, 

This action has been called for be- 
cause of the great expense of keeping up 
the Missouri penitentiary. It is the 
largest institution of its kind in the 
United States, perhaps the largest in the 
world. The plant itself is worth about 
$1,500,000. Other states have two or 
more prisons, while Missouri has but 
one. It requires about 110 state em- 
ployes to guard and manage the prison, 
and the pay roll on this account is about 
$6,800 per month. ‘ 
walls and steel bars can accomplish 
toward lessening the number of guards 
has been resorted to, and no one famil- 
iar with the institution doubts that 
the strictest economy is practiced: still 
the actual cost incurred by the state for 
each convict is 30 cents per day. 

This great expense has led the tax 
payers of ‘Missouri to look about for 
some means of lessening the burden. 
and that has led to the investigation of 
the convict lease system. About eight 
‘hundred convicts are leased out. from 
twhich an income is received, and there 
are those in the state who advocate the 
leasing of the entire gang. In looking 
inte the question of employing them on 
the public roads, it has been ascertain- 
ed that it will require five times as many 
guards to keep them in control, and even 
then escapes and insurrections would be 
frequent. _ It is estimated that it would 
cost the state $500,000 a year te employ 
the convicts on the public roads, as 
against $22,000, which is paid for guard- 
ing them now. | 

Some years ago the state leased a large 
fagm and placed upon it a small number 
of the best class of convicts, and put 
them to work raising vegetables and 
other products for the use of the prison. 
‘Although guarded by experienced men, 
they managed to commit many depreda- 

tiahs in the neighborhood, and the wo- 

men and children finally became so ter- 
rorized that the farmers arose in their 
wrath and threatened to lynch the con- 


Se -Yicts unless they were removed. Their

] threats, which were by no means idle, 


had the desired effect. It is now urged 
that the employment of these men on the 
public roads would be productive of 
even more undesirable results, because 
they would have to move from place to 
place; which would necessarily give them 
more liberty and greater chances for es- 
cape. Once loose and endeavoring to 
escape through the ceuntry, they would 
not hesitate to commit any crime. 

The discussion of this question in Mis- 
souri cannot fail to be of interest to 
the people of Georgia, because we have 
this question to meet ourselves. The 
difficulties and expenses involved in the 
care of convicts are so great that it be- 
hooves statesmen to think over the mat- 
ter. The relative number of colored 
to white prisoners shows such a prepon- 
derance of colored men, from whose 
ranks the penitentiary roll will always 
be recruited, that we can hardly look 
forward to the time when the number 
will be reduced so that they could be 
kept within walls. If’ Georgia were a 
white state, wpon the present basis of 
our white criminals our penitentiary 
rolls would not carry five hundred 
names. As it is, it is considerably over 
two thousand, and yet all are not in- 
cluded who ought to be. It is to be 
hoped that wise legislation will be se- 
cured, but the direction it will take is 
full of uncertainty. 
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A Valuable Lesson. 

In discussing the recent horrible rail- 
road accident near Atlantic City, N. J., 
which resulted in the death of nearly 
fifty passengers, together with a much 
larger number severely injured, The 
Brooklyn Eagle fastens the disaster upon 
the loose statutes of New Jersey, which 
tolerate grade crossings. : 

Though not the immediate cause of 
the disaster, The Eagle is no doubt right 
in supposing that the ultimate cause of 
the wreck is due to these crossings. 
The accident occurred at a point where 
the tracks of the Reading and West Jer- 
sey railroads. intersect, and though pri- 
marily: due’ to: someone's inexcusable 
blunder, it cannot be claimed for this 
reason that the nature of the crossing 
itself is not partially responsible for the 
disaster. 

Since the accident entails a possible 
loss of two or three hundred thousand 
dollars, it will no doubt prove instruc- 
tive in teaching a number of salutary 
lessons. ‘The most important of these 
lessons is the one set forth in the ex- 
treme danger of these railroad crossings. 
As far as possible such death traps 
should be discarded. If England, France 
and Germany they have long since be- 
come obsolete and there is no reason 
why they should longer exist on this 
side of the Atlantic. On account of the 
severe caution employed in guarding Eu- 
ropean tracks, such a disaster as the one 
which occurred last week would have 
been simply impossible across the wa- 
ter. The only exceptional instance in Eu- 
rope is that trains are allowed to run 
back and forth on a Single track, nor is 
human life jeoparded as it is in this 
country by allowing pedestrians to 
walk in dangerous places. Though Eu- 
rope is far behind us in many things, 
there are some few bits of information 
in regard to railroading which we could 
learn from her with profit. 

In speaking of grade crossings, The 
Rrooklyn Eagle incidentally refers to 
the situation in Atlanta: 

Even some of our cities tolerate the 
grade crossing, and in Atlanta, for ex- 
ample, the traffic of the streets is de- 
layed for five minutes at a time while 
trains are shunted or ‘‘made up’’ direct- 
ly in the line of the busiest travel in 
the town. Probably nine-tenths of the 
accidents that occur along the railroads 
of this country are due to the perpetu- 
ation of these grade crossings. 

Though it is never pleasant for some- 
one else to tell us of our faults and 
shortcomings, it cannot be denied that 
The Brooklyn Eagle is right in this in- 
Stance. On both sides of the depot 
vehicles and pedestrianS are exposed 
to the almost constant danger which 
arises from the intersection of three of 
our most important business thorough- 
fares with the several converging rail- 
road lines entering the carshed. At the 
Whitehall street crossing fhe danger is 
still more imminent; Though faithful 
officers have carefully guarded these 
crossings, the greatest amount of vigi- 
lance in times past has not been suf- 
ficient to avoid disaster. It would be a 
difficult matter.to estimate the number 
of accidents which have occurred at the 
Several railroad crossings in this city. 

Of course a_considerable sum of money 
would be required to arch these cross- 
ings with substantial bridges. In jus- 
tice to the public, however, something 
must be done sooner or later. The 
frightful disaster which has cost the 
state of New Jersey so many lives and 
which may possibly cripple two of her 
roads before the litigation is finally over, 
brings the matter forcibly home to us 
and Suggests that our law makers 
might do well to profit by lessons which 
such a disaster teaches. 

If a sense of duty to our own people 
is not sufficfent to open our eves to the 
danger which these grade crossings pre- 
sent, the fact that other cities are point- 
ing at us the finger of protest should 
have some influence in arousing us to a 
proper estimate of the situation. 


Harping on the Old String. 

Recogniziug the probability of his 
defeat in November, the republican nom- 
inee has fallen back on‘the tariff issue. 
Iustead of being nailed to a single 
standard,cross, he prefers to surrender 
his political breath on the feather bed 
of protection. 

In coming to this rather late decision, 
Major Mchinley has dowbtless been in- 
fluenced by more than one reason. 

Perhaps the first of these is his pain- 
ful lack of familiarity with the money 
question. With the exception of a few 
dull platitudes, the republican nominee 
has ‘had nothing whatever to say in re- 
gerd to the great financial question 
which is now uppermost in the minds of 
the American people. To charge him 
with ignorance on this important ques- 
tion would perhaps do him a serious in- 
justice. A milder term, therefore, should 
be employed, and instead of saying that 
he is ignorant on the’ money question, 
let us rather put it, he needs-to be more 
thoroughly informed. 

But this is not the main. reason for 


| inee has thus far preserved. Since his 
nomination, several weeks ago, he has 
had occasion to note the political drift 
and to observe the growth of the so- 
called “silver craze.” Even in his own 
state he has read the signs of discontent 
as they have made themselves appar- 
ent in the attitude of the laboring 
masses. Within the last few weeks he 
has seen them rally about the standard 
of free coinage and pledge their hon- 
est votes in favor of a change in the 
financial policy of the government. But 
not alone in Ohio has he observed this 
condition of things. In Michigan, IIli- 
nois, Indiana, Wisconsin and Minnesota 
the same restless spirit of discontent 
has been noted among the republican 
voters; while in the border states of the 
east where it was thought at one stage 
of the campaign that silver men could 
not thrive, hundreds and thousands have 
sprung up within the last few weeks 
fully equipped and panoplied for battle. 

Such observations as these have not 
been lost upon the astute philosopher of 
Canton. To stem the silver tide at this 
time would be tmpossible. As _ well 
might the campaign committee en- 
deavor to stop with boodle the ever- 
lasting roar of Niagara Falls as to 
thwart the omnipotent will of the Amer- 
ican people. Major McKinley does not 
intend “to take up arms against a sea 
of troubles” and by opposing them end 
himself, 

A careful study of the situation has 
convinced the republican nominee that 
his chances of election in November are 
not as bright as he would bave them. 
Notwithstanding the vigorous pulse 
Which beats in Mark Hanna's arm and 
the hopeful vision which dances before 
his eyebrows, Major McKinley recog- 
nizes the fact that Mark Hanna, with all 
his power, is not able to perform mira» 
cles, 

In the midst of the doubt and con- 
Sternation which have settled upon the 
spirit of the Canton major, one can al- 
most hear him say, as he turns to his 
confidential friend and manager, ‘‘Mark, 
it’s no use. I can’t play but one tune. 
If I'm going to lose the game, I might 
as well harp on the old string.” 

Such is unmistakably the attitude of 
the republican nominee at this time. 
His refusal to discuss the money ques- 
tion is a virtual confession of his ina- 
bility to cope successfully with the free 
coinage sentiment, while the persistence 
with which he brings the tariff issue-to 
the front is the highest evidence of the 
Tact that he is sorely troubled. 

If Major McKinley has resolved upon 
the tariff question, let him discuss 
it until he wears it threadbare. In vain, 
however, will he seck by that means to 
shift the great issue which is now pend- 
ing. 
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A Pan-Irish Convention. 

The Irish home rule’ question, whieh 
for several years has lain dormant, is 
going to be brought to the front again 
through an immense pan-Irish conven- 
tion, Which is to be held in Dublin next 
September. 

The events following the deposition of 
the late Mr. Parnell from the leader- 
ship of the Irish parliamentary party, 
while a temporary obstruction to home 
rule, have not been without good ef- 
fect. The people who were being rush- 
ed enthusiastically into the attainment 
of practical independence might have 
been led into pits which would have 
militated against the successful exist- 
ence of the new Irish kingdom. Con- 
sequently the time for reflection which 
has been given the Irish people at home 
and abroad has been turned to good ac- 
count, and now as a result of that delay, 
the factional spirit Which has crept into 
the national. councils is about to be re- 
moved. 

This great work of conciliation had its 
origin in a Suggestion made by the arch- 
bishop of Toronto, Canada, a close friend 
of the Hon. Edward Blake, now prom- 
inent in the British parliament. That 
Suggestion was that in September next 
there should assemble in Dublin a con- 
vention to be composed of representative 
frishmen and sympathizers with Irish- 
men from all parts of the world. It 
should be the duty of this convention 
to voice the wishes and the aspirations 
of the Irish race, and the pace set by it 
would be taken up by the people in Ire- 
land. The idea has been adopted with 
zeal and enthusiasm in all parts of the 
world, and delegates are being appointed 
to attend this pan-Irish convention, 
which will be the first of its kind ever 
held. Such men as Morgan J. O’Brien. 
of New York; Dr. Thomas Addis Em- 
mett and Judge J. F. Daily, of the su- 
preme court of the state of New York. 
are actively in charge of the movement 
in the United States. 

Those having the matter tn hand have 
invited Colonel Joseph F. Burke, of 
Georgia, te.be one of the delegates at 
large, and it ts highly probable that he 
will accept the honor thus conferred 
upon him, and that he will, in the Dub 
lin convention, represent the Sympathy 
of the people of the southern states of 
the union with the cause of freedom in 
which the Irish people are now enlisted. 
Colonel Burke will make an excellent 
and worthy representative, and is in 
every wav capable of expressing those 
high and exalted s®htiments of pafriot- 
ism which draw all liberty-loving peo- 
ple together in close comradeship.

Political Superstitions. 

Every political campaign has its pe 
culiar superstitions. 

These superstitions are often powerful 
agents in bringing men to the polls and 
serve to win votes where logic proves 
ineffectual. 

When Franklin Pierce entered the 
presidential race some forty years ago, 
it was discovered that his initials. “F. 
P.,”" were identical with those of four- 
teenth president, In like manner it was 
also found that the letters composing 
his full name numbered exactly four- 
teen. 

As the president to be elected was the 
fourteenth in regular succession, this 
sfartling discovery had a most poten- 
tial effect upon the campaign, 

In like manner, the nomination of Na- 
poleon McKinley on the anniversary of 
Waterloo is bound to have its gupersti- 
tious..effect upon the campaign which 
has just opened. 
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thé silence which the republican nom- | 


Were it not for the fact that McKinley 


has often been fondly dubbed as the 
\“Napoleon of the tariff,” the coincidence 
would. be without any special signif- 
icance. 

AS it is, however, the friends of the 
Canton sage have long discovered in him 
a remarkable likeness to the man of des- 
tiny. In fact, the resemblance between 
the two men was so striking that every 
newspaper in the country took the mat- 
ter up and published pictures of the 
two Napoleons side by side. So univer 
sally was the name applied that McKin- 
ley began to look upon it as his birth- 
right and to flatter himself with the be- 
lief that after all there was some re- 
semblance between himself and the 
great French autocrat. 

Still he never dreamed that a compart- 
son so flattering to his self-esteem could 
possibly be carried too far. Neverthe- 
less he realized this, to his sorrow, when 
the nomination of his party came to him 
on the anniversary of the day when the 
star of Napoleon went down on the 
field of Waterloo. 

Men are by nature superstitious, and 
the effect which this coincidence will 
have upon the campaign will not be 
trivial, to Say the least. 


Progress in Canada. 

The Daily Advertiser, printed in Lon- 
don, Canada, in a lengthy editorial, 
sums up the progress of the Dominion 
in the past quarter of a century. 

It is stated that in these last twenty- 
five years the use of alcoholic liquors 
has almost entirely disappeared from 
social occasions. There was atime when 
a ‘barn-raising could not be held, a har- 
vest field reaped, a pastoral visit paid, 
without the mediation of the glass. All 
this has been changed, and nowhere, 
save in the barrooms of the slums, can 
liquor be found. The consequence is 
the disappearance of crime and an im- 
provement in social order, happier homes 
and more uniform prosperity. 

In apother fine, also related to the 
social side, has there been a marked im- 
provement. Twenty-five years ago the 
women of the Dominion stood without 
employment. Those who had neither 
father nor brother to rely uwpon were 
in a pitiable condition, in that every 
field of honest work was closed to them, 
and when that is said, the rest may be 
imagined. But now there are as many 
avenues of work open as there are in 
the United States, and. hundreds and 
thousands of bright-eyed avd happy girls 
are making their living With congenial 
employment, carrying with it its neces- 
Sary results. 

Religion in the Dominfon, which has 
heen the cause of denominational hate, 
is improved. Twenty-five years 
preaching bouts between denomfnations 
were common. ‘Today there is a large 
measure of liberal Christian unity. 
Catholie priest and Protestant preacher, 
Methodist and Presbyterian, all now 
meet upon common platforms and cour- 
teously discuss questions of moral or 
material improvement. They have 
even adyanced béyépd this, and relig- 
ious bodies are #@W known ‘to refer 
matters to joint committees for inves- 
tigation, something\which would make 
the militant. preacher of twenty-five 
years ago turn in his grave. 

This evidence of progress speaks well 
for the Dominion, which must be in the 
future our most powerful neighbor, al- 
lied to us by a common language, com- 
mon tradition and a common literature. 
The future possibilities of Canada are 
great and po one watches its progress 
with more interest than the people of 
the United States, who wish them well 
in their undertakings. 
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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

At Colonial Beach, Va., a summer resort 
about sixty-five miles from Washington, 
down the Potomac river, a curious relic 
of colonial days, in the shape of a human 
skeleton, is on exhibit. In speaking of 
this remarkable discovery a Washington 
correspondent obseryes: “Mr. Caywood, 
the discoverer of this unique relic, was a 
road overseer in King George county, Vir- 
ginia, several months ago, and while en- 
gaged with a gang of laborers in repair- 
ing a roadway in that historical old baili- 
wick the skeleton, in armor, was unearth- 
ed. The workmen were cutting for dirt 
with hoes in an old field to fill up a hole 
in the highway when one of them struck 
an iren substance a short distance beneath 
the surface. When unearthed it proved 
to be the rusted armor, or cage, contain- 
ting the skeleton of a man who, tn life, was 
Over six feet in height. As soon as the 
air came in contact with the _ skeleton 
some of the bones fell away. The skull, 
however, remained firm in the crown- 
piece. Near the cage were found four 
plain brass buttons, the size of a half 
dollar. This led some people to believe 
that the skeleton was that of an English 
or Spanish officer of colonial Gays, who 
was welded into the iron frante, hung on a 
gibbet or tree and allowed to starve to 
death in public. Another theory is that 
it was a pirate, who, with his rakish 
craft, infested Be waters of the lower 
Potomac and Chésapeake bay, and preyed 
upon incoming merchantmen, Others be- 
llevg that the skeleton was that of an 
Indian chief, named Passpatawnsie, who 
massacred and robbed the early settlers. 
His bloothirsty disposition gained for him 
thé appellation of ‘the flerce chief.’ Old 
settlers in King George county believe 
Caywood’s find was the remains of ‘the 
fierce chief.’ They say the outraged 
settlers seized the red man, and while 
alive, had blacksmiths build him the rough- 
ly constructed frame or cage. He was 
then hanged to the limb of a tree or gib- 
bet and allowed to perish. The records 
of all counties in the northern neck of 
Virginia have been searched back into 
the sixteen hundreds to see if anything 
could be learned of this terrible instrument 
of torture, but nothing could be found 
that would throw light upon it. King 
George Was taken front Richmond county, 
which is the oldest bailiwick in the north- 
ern neck of Virginia. The counties of 
Richmond, King George, Westmoreland, 
Lancaster and Northumberland comprise 
the northern neck. They lie between the 
Potomac and Rappahanrock rivers. They 
have been under both Spanish and English 
rule. The records of all of them were 
searched back to 1650 without avail.”

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STATE POLITICAL NOTES. 


The legislative race in Chatham is again 
attracting some attention. The nomina- 
tion of a senator this week has drawn 
out new interest in democratic nomina- 
tions. The Savannah Press says it is 
presumed that both sides will support Mr. 
Geiger for senator. There is no opposition 
to him, so far as is known, in either Bryan 
or Chatham counties. The discussion re- 
garding Mr. Tiedeman, who heads the citi- 
zens’ club ticket for the house, is still going 
on, although Mr. Tiedeman declines to be 
interviewed. Mr. Tiedeman says he is a 
democrat and his friends say there is no 
use in drawing the line on the currency 
question now.

Governor's Decision Announced by Sheriff 
Barnes Yesterday. 


CAME LIKE A THUNDER CLAP 


Hanye Prays in His Cell for For- 


giveness. 


SCAFFOLD TO BE ERECTED WEDNESDAY 


Execution Occurs Friday Between 10 
and 2 O’Clock and Will Be in 
Private in the Jail Yard. 
How Hanye Spent His 
Last Sunday. 


Miserable from the contemplation of his 
doom and impending death, Arthur Hanye 
sat alone in his cell yesterday with his face 
buried in his hands. 

The last ray of hope, the last glimmer 
of life had suddealy been destroyed, and 
.the shadow of the grim, red scaffold loom- 
‘ed up in fearful outlines before his vision. 

Like an electric shock the decision of 
the governor pierced his very soul, and the 
last straw to which he clinged with all the 
tenacity of a drowning man was snatched 
from his grasp. 

Saturday night the murderer slept fn his 

cell upon his bunk, dreaming of life and 
hope. Dreams of reformation and an early 
pardon came with his restful repose, and 
he was full of hope and expectancy. 
. He woke yesterday morning refreshed 
from his night’s sleep. In blissful ignor- 
ance of his fate he had passed the nighi, 
and the delay in hearing the decision of 
the governor caused him to take a new 
lease upon Ife. Surely, thought he, the 
delay meant life and the staying of the 
death sentence. 

Early in the morning Sheriff Barnes was 


ed with human blood and who bore the 
reputation of bravery in times of danger 
that won for him the respect of the com- 
panions in crime, was now as a child. His 
spirit had been broken and he shivered 
at the thought of the scaffold and death. 

She-iff Barnes spoke gently to the pris- 
oner and persuaded him to calm himself 
and be strong. But the bright rays of the 
Sabbath morn brought no cheer or comfort 
to the doomed life in the silent, white- 
washed cell. Like a bursting bomb, the 
words of death had sounded and his brain 
burned and the heart throbs came quickly 
as the tear drops trickled down Hanye’s 
ace, 

Nearly everybody in Atlanta and sey- 
eral thousand persons throughcut the state 
had read the refusal of the governor to 
interfere with the verdict of the courts, 
but this man, most of all concernéd, had 
passed the night in ignorance and was 
dreaming of commutation and life while 
the jailer and guards in the office, twelve 
ri away, discussed the execution Fri- 
ay. 

After a brief conversation Sheriff Barnes 
retired from the cell and left Hanye alune 
with his gloom and crime. 


On Bended Knee He Prays. 
Yesterday afternoon Hanye sent a hurried 
message to Mr. Ward, a member of the 
Young Men's Prayer Association, asking 
that he visit him in his cell. 
Mr. Ward quickly responded, and other 
members of the association came. The 


three were admitted into Hanye’s cell and 


they talked to the prisoner about his fu- 
ture. 

Hianye was even hopeful, and asked if 
there was not y@ an avenue of escape. 

“There is no hope for earthly life,’”’ said 
Mr. Ward. “Every court has been passed 
and the last resort, the governor, has fail- 
ed; no hope and no way to stay the exe- 
cution.”’ 

The prisoner was silent. His lips quiver- 
ed and he toyed nervously with his hands. 

Solemnly the boy bowed his head and 
kneeled to the floor and probably for the 
first time since his mother held his hand 
as he kneeled at her feet, Arthur Hanye 
lifted his voice to God for forgiveness. 

The scene was impressive and solemn be- 
yond words. On the stone cell floor this 
man, with the shadow of death across 
his young life, sought pardon from a tri- 
bunal which never turns a deaf ear to a 
sinner’s story. 

The young men held a long conversation 
with the prisoner, and Hanye talked freely 
upon the great question which he must de- 
cide for himself within the next four 
days. 

“I want you to come back and spend 
the remainder of the time with me,” said 
Hanye to Mr. Ward as the visitors left. “I 
am anxious to see you and talk more. I 
Want you to pray for me and not forget 
me.”’ 

Hanye asked for the number of Mr. 
Ward's telephone. ‘‘For,’’ he said, “I may 
want you to call at any time.” 

Refused All Other Visitors. 

During the day a number of visitors call- 
ed at the jail and requested to see Hanye, 

Many friends who had known him in early 
childhood asked to be admitted, but all 
were refused. No one except a few mem- 
bers of his family were admitted after Mr. 
Ward left. 

With his face buried in his hands, the 
murderer spent the afternoon in his cell 
contemplating his doom. 

At 1 o’clock a cousin of Hanye called at 


' the jail and asked that no one be allowed 


to see the prisoner under any circumstances 
unless Hanye especially desired. 

The entire family is prostrated,” said 
he, “and we were not prepared for the 
decision of the governor. Perhaps we were 
too confident, but it is all over now, and 
we have nothing to do but cheer the poor

the official with a smile and an outstretch- 
ed hand of welcome, little knowing that 
his visitor was to bear the tidings of 
death. 

Sheriff Barnes hesitated. Hanye’s 
lighted up with a beam of hope, and he 
anxiously asked if a decision had been 
reached in his case. Hanye had hoped all

through the long, tedious trials; had looked - 


beyond the verdicts of guilty to the supreme 
court, and in the hour of disappointment 
had hoped for life from a commutation by 
the governor, and when Sheriff Barnes 
called at the early morning hour he smiled 
happily with anticipation of the long-look- 
ed-for good tidings. 
Hanye Staggers Under the Blow. 

Like a thunderclap the words of the 
sheriff fell upon the ears of the murderer. 

Hanye reeled and staggered across the 
Narrow cell floor, dumfounded and amazed. 
For a second he could not speak. During 
all the time he had believed a commutation 
would be granted, and when at the last 
hour he was told that all hope had been 
snatched from him, he weakened under 
the blow and an ashy paleness came into 
his face. 

But as quickly as the blow came Hanye 
grasped for another thread upon which to 
hang his hopes. 

Steadying his nerves, he looked steadfast- 
ly into the kind face of the sheriff and 
pleaded with him to say if there was but 
one more chance of life.

To Prepare the Scaffold. 


Down in the cellar of the jail Hes the 
material out of which the scaffold is to be 
prepared for Hanye's execution, 

The timbers are all ready to be placed 
in position, and the work of setting the 
Structure in position will require but a 
few hours. The timbers are painted a 
crimson red, suggestive of crime and blood. 

“I will probably place the scaffold in 
position Wedresday or Thursday,” said 
Sheriff Barnes yesterday afternoon. “It 
will not take long to put the timbers to- 
gether, but I will take no risks and will 
have everything in readiness for the exe- 
cution Friday.’’ 

Three men have stepped from the scaf- 
fold to eternity. It is the same gallows 
from which Peter Daniels, George Wash- 
ington and Ozburne were hanged, and 
Hanye will make the fourth victim to sat- 
isfy the hungry jaws of the death trap of 
the instrument of death. 

Arrangements for the execution will be 
perfected early this week, and all will be 
Friday. 

Under the sentence of the court, Hanye 
will be hanged between the hours of 10 
o’clock and 2 o'clock, and the execution 
is to be private in the jail yard, only mem- 
bers of the family, ministers and such 
friends as the prisoner may request are 
to be present. . 

The gallows and execution will not be 
seen from the jail windows, and the pris- 
oners will not. see-the hangi The gal- 
lows is to be erected in the fard to the 
right of the prisgn proper.

Henry Patterson, convicted in Gainesville 
of hilling his wife, was brought to Atlanta 
Saturday night by the sheriff of Hall coun- 
ty for safe keeping. 

The crime for which Patterson was con- 
victed was committed in Hall county on 
March llth. On that night it is said Pat- 
terson went home considerably under the 
influence of whisky. After he had been in 
the room a few minutes he claims he acci- 
dentally killed his young wife while hand- 
ling a shotgun. 

Picking up his little baby he hurried 
across the field to his father’s house and 
gave the alarm. In a short time the en- 
tire neighborhood had been aroused and 
the news of the tragedy spread like wildfire. 

Patterson loudly proclaimed his_ inno- 
cence, alleging that the shooting was ~ hol- 
ly accidental on his part, but the neigh- 
bors excitedly charged him with braining 
the defenceless woman with an ax or some 
heavy instrument. An examination of the 
wound disclosed the fact that no shot 
could be found, and this discovery only 
increased the excitement and indignation. 

An inquest was hurriedly held over the 
body, and a verdict was returned claiming 
that the shooting was accidental. The ver- 
dict was received with jeers by the ex- 
cited neighbors, and another inquisition 
was demanded. The second coroner's jury 
returned a verdict of murder and Patter- 
s0n was arrested and hurried off to jail. 
In the meantime the body had been ex- 
humed and another examination made of 
the wound. While Patterson claimed that 
the would was the result of an accidental 
discharge of his shotgun, it is said no evi- 
dence of shot could be found and the skull 
appeared to be crushed as if by a blunt 
weapon. ; 

Tried on the Charge of Murder. 

Last Friday morning the case was reach- 
ed in the Hall superior court and Patter- 
son was placed on trial for his life. 

Although the weather was exceedingly 
warm the courtroom was packed with the 
country people who lived in the  neigh- 
borhood of the Patterson home. A long 
array of witnesses for the state testified 
against Patterson, alleging that his treat- 
ment of his wife was shameful and cruel 
and it was charged that while he was in 
a drunken frenzy he killed her with a 
crowbar or other heayv weapon, and then 
attempted to show that he shot her accli- 
dentally with his gun. Sentiment against 
the prisoner was very strong and the 
neighbors were greatly excited over the 
matter. 

It is said an examination showed that 
no shot were either in her head, the bed 
or walls of the room, and the neighbors 
clamored for a verdict of guilty. An at- 
tempt was also made to show that Patter- 
son lover another woman who had prom- 
ised to marry him at the death of his wife. 

Late Sunday afternoon a verdict of gull- 
ty was reached and the prisoner was re- 
commended to the mercy of the court. Pat- 
terson was then sentenced to serve a life 
term in the penitentiary. 

Verdict Severely Criticised. 

The verdict did not meet with the in- 
dorsement of the citizens of the commu- 
nity in which the crime had been com- 
mitted, and many threats are sald to have 
heen made against Patterson. The ver- 
dict met with much unfavorable criticism, 
and the neighbors and friends of the dead 
woman boldly stated that the verdict was 
not true. 

Many who had known the family openly 
avowed that Patterson had badly treated 
his young wife, and on more than one oc- 
ecasion had returned home under the in- 
fluence of whisky and made threats 
against her. 

The nature_of the horrible wound in the 
woman's head, the peculiar circumstances 
of the tragedy and the disclosure made 
by an examination of the body after it 
had been exhumed had created the most in- 
tense excitement. 

Prisoner Hurried to Atlanta. 

A few minutes after the verdict had been 
rendered and sentence had been i pro- 
nonunced the authorities thought it but 
wise to transfer Patterson to the Fulton 
county jail as a measure of precaution. 

Patterson was quickly prepared for the 
trip and in charge of the sheriff of Hall 
county he was placed on the night train 
and brought to Atlanta. 

Patterson occupied a cell in the rock 
department of the jail yesterday and last 
night. He positively refused to make a 
statement concering his crime, and re- 
mained by himself most of the day. 

He will probably be transferred to a pen- 
itentiary camp within the next few days, 
and will enter upon the service of his lfe 
sentence.

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Joe Allen Breaks Down Under the 
Uanatural Strain. 


REASON RETURNS SUDDENLY 


Several Days He Plays the Role Suc- 
cessfully, but Could Not 
Longer Continue.

The return of the cool breezes that pleas- 
antly swept through the jail corridors yes- 
terday morning carried a soothing panacea 
to the heated brain of Joe Allen. 

Suddenly the assumed insanity departed 
and he was once again a sane man, and 
for the first time in four days he recog- 
nized his cellmates and heartily partook of 
the food that was sent in from the prison 
kitchen, 

Gradually the man gazed about him in 
a stupefied manner, and as the breezes 
increased and the south wind fanned his 
cheeks he smiled iis old time smile and 
drank a delicious draught of ice water. 

Last Wednesday Allen began to act in 
an exceedingly queer manner. He first 
refused to eat his meals. Then he began 
to disrobe in his cell and finally refused 
to recognize his father and. broth- 
er who called to see him. His 
cellmates, who had witnessed the 
strange and inhuman conduct of Alex 
Carr, pronounced Allen insane, and it is 
said that a writ of lunacy has been taken 
out and a lunacy trial set for next Wednes- 
day before Ordinary Calhoun. 

Yesterday morning’ Dr. 
has been attending the prisoners, made 
an examination of Allen, and it was the 
physician’s opinion that no insanity ex- 
isted. Later in the day Allen appeared 
much better and late yesterday afternoon 
his appetite returned and he seemed to 
be well again. 

“The idea that Joe Allen is insane is non- 
sense to my mind,” said Jailer Eubanks 
yesterday afternoon. “I have never thought 
anything was the matter with the prisoner, 
and it has been the opinion of the guards 
that he was simply feigning insanity all 
the while. Of course, I am no expert on 
the question of sanity or insanity, but 
you know a man has opportunity to gee 
things that may give him good grounds 
for an opinion. 1 am perfectly satisfied 
that Allen is as sane as anyone in the 
jail.” 

Couldn’t Play His Role. 

As a lunatic it is said Allen was about 
a@ great failure as he was a detective in 
hounding down Taylor Delk, whose daugh- 
ter he married in order to secure an en- 
tree into the secrets of the outlaw’s family. 

After Allen and the daughter of Delk were 
married the newly-made husband found 
he had failed in accomplishing the purpose 
which induced him to marry, and he oc- 
cupied the unpleasant predicament of be- 
ing husband against his wish. 

After making a complete failure to lo- 
cate his father-in-law he was arrested

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on the charge of forgery and larceny, and 
has been in jail several weeks. 

Instead of being tried for lunacy, with 
the happy prospect of freedom, Allen will 
s00n be required to face another trial which 
holds for him the gloomy prospect of the 
penitentiary camp and striped clothes and 
handcuffs and shackles. 

The charge of forgery stands against him. 
and in addition to this there are several 
minor charges of larceny. 

A strong linked chain has been welded 
about him, it is said, and a vast amount 
of damaging testimony has been secured, 
He will probably be tried at the next term 
of the criminal court.

Decatur Negroes Against the Atlanta 
Street Raflway Company. 


OBJECT TO THE COLOR LINE 


What Judge Calhouns Says of the 
Statute—Other Opinions of fhe 
‘ Law Involved. 


The action of the Atlanta Street Rail- 
way Company in putting a negro off one 
of its cars a few days ago for taking 
his seat near the front by the side of 
some ladies, and having him sent to the 
stockade afterwards for refusing’ to 
move when he was told, has stirred up the 
indignation of the negroes of Decatur. It 


does not seem that the sentiment has as | 


yet struck Atlanta with quite so much 
fury. 

The colored citizens 
have determined to boycott 
Street Railway Company for its 
The Consolidated does not seem to be 
ebject of the negroes’ indignation. 

The Atlanta Street Company 
has assigned certain 
its ears for colored 
the law provides, and requires 
conform to the be ejected 
the cars. This fact was forcibly 
trated when the negro Turner was 
off several weeks ago, and a test case was 
made in the recorder’s court. 

The Decatur hegroes claim 
the constitution of the United States, they, 
as citizens, have the right to enjoy the 
Same privileres as the white people. 

Will the Law Be Observed? 

Judge Calhoun’s decision on this ques 
tion has been widely discussed in the city, 
and it that it has met with much 
favor among the white people. A _ prece- 
dent has been established, and the law 
on the subject clearly defined, but the 
question that now arises is, will the law 
be observed hereafter? 

Since the decision of Judge Calhoun In 
the test case, the negroes have been oc- 
cupying and seat on the cars, and 
the law seems not to have affected them 
in the least. The statute states that if 
the two racts do not occupy their respec- 
tive compartments on the cars they 
are liable to prosecution, The motor- 
men and conductors are vested with the 
yewer of officers. Chief Connolly, of the 
local police department, fs of the opinion 
that it is not his duty to take any part 
in this fight. When approached on the sub- 
ject he stated that he was ready and will- 
ing to uphoid the law at any and all times, 
but that in this case he had no jurisdiction 
whatever. He stated that it was the duty 
of the street car companies to make the 
proper arrests when the law is violated. 
When asked if he would hold the compan- 
ies liable if they refused to make such 
arrests he replied that he was not ex- 
actly clear on that point, but he was of 
the opinion that it came under the juris- 
diction of Sheriff Barnes. It will probably 
take another test case to see if the law 
will be enforced. 

Sheriff Barnes Talks. 

There is a decided difference of opiiion 
among the local officials as to the enforce- 
ment of the law. Sheriff Bascies Wes 
seen last night, and his view of the 
question is exactly the opposite cf that 
of Chief Connolly. 

The sheriff stated that he had no juris- 
diction over the case whatever, and that 
it was the duty of the police to make all 
such arrests. He has taken no action 
o far toward the enforcement of the law. 
t is not probable that he will. 

Judge Calhoun, who made the decision 
last week by fining the negro for dls- 
orderly conduct, was also seen yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of ascertaining 
his opinion as to whose duty it !s to en- 
ferce the law. The precedent he has 
established was only the result of the 
plea of justification presented by the street 
car company in putting the negro off the 
car, thereby showing the constitutionality 
of the act. 

“I do not think,” 
duty of the policemen or the sheriff to 
enforce that law. Of course, the statute 
plainly states that the passengers shall 
occupy their respective confrpartments, 
and that they shall be fined if they re- 
fuse to conmrply with the law. The con- 
ductors are also liable for prosecution if 
they do not compel the passengers to en- 
force the rules. 

“Now it is the duty of the conductors 
to arrest the passengers in such cases. It 
is not the duty of the police to act unless 
some citizen makes complaint.’’ 

“Well, what if the conductors refuse to 
enforce the rules?’ was asked. 

“They are simply liable to prosecution, 
that’s all. As ft is a state law I suppose 
it is the duty of the grand jury to make 
the indictments. I do not think it comes 
under the jurisdiction of Chief Connolly.” 

Another View of the Case. 

“There is no doubt.” said a prominent 
lawyer, “about the constitutionality of that 
statute, and I think it fs clearly the duty 
ef the police to uphold the law. It is true 
that it is a state measure, but that is no 
difference. The policemen should enforce 
the state laws in this city Just as well as 
the municipal laws. 

“I do not think it Is necessary for the 
©fficers to wait until some citizen has 
In fact, the city 
charter is very plain on that point. In 
section 76 you will find the following: ‘It 
shall be the duty of the policemen to 
make arrests in the manner prescribed by 
law of persons violating any penal law 
of the state. They shall perform such 
Other duties as may be imposed by law of 
the state or ordinance of the city council. 
It shall be the duty of the chief of police 
to prosecute offenders before the superior 
court of Fulton county and the city court 
of Atlanta.’ ”’ :

| COBB CAPTURES THE CAROLINAS. 


The Brilliant Georgian Makes Great 
Speeches Abroad. 

Mr. Thomas R. R. Cobb returned Satur- 
day from a triumphant speaking tour in 
North and South Carolina where he won 
victories on the stump that reflect credit 
upon his ability as an orator. His first 
speech was at Orangeburg, 8. C., last 
Wednesday, where he appeared with Sena- 
tor Ben Tillman and won the honors of the 
day. 

The press of the cities he visited speak 
in the most complimentary manner of his 
speeches. Of his speech at Orangeburg 
the papers said: 

/ From The Charleston News and Courier. 
The feature of the day was unquestiona- 
bly young Mr. Cobb, of Georgia. [ say 
young Mr. Cobb, because Mr. Qobb is young 
and because this boy orator business. is 
on a decided boom since another young 
man’s experience in the Chicago conven- 
tion. Mr. Cobb made an excellent speech 
from his side of the position—an ultra-free 
silver standpoint. He is striking in ap 
pearance and created a decided sensation. 

Hie not only spoke before Tillman, but he 
captured his audience so completely that 
they insisted on his going on again and 
again, notwithstanding the faet that the 
crowd knew the senator was to follow him. 
Now, to people of South Carolina this fs 
truly a startling thing. They have been 
uccustomed to seeing audiences indisposed 
to listen long to any one when Tiliman was 
in reserve. [t was not because the crowd 
was not a Tillmanite crowd, not because 
they did not cheer the senator to the echo 
every time his name was’ mentioned, but 
because Mr. Cobb was exceedingly clever 
and was telling them a great many things 
which they all believed and wanted to hear 
repeated.

“Mr. Cobb soon gave all to understand 
that he was not a populist in this fight, by 
declaring that while he had a high regard 
for Watson, he (Cobb) was a democrat and 
would stick to the nominees of that party. 

“Mr. Cobb, who is quite a young man, 
made a most favorable impression upon 
everybody and delivered an excellent ad- 
dress. He referred to South Carolina and 
Georgia as sisters—their patriots often 
fighting side by side for the people. He 
referred to ‘76, when Hampton had by his 
side the gallant Gordon—both battling for 
the homes of the common people. 

“The speech was clean, devoid of rancor 
and Slang’ was entirely absent. It was, 
theréfore, well received by all and liberally 
applauded. , 

‘““He was urged to ‘talk more,’ but he was 
hoarse and very hot, and had to speak in 
North Carolina tomorrow, therefore closed 
amid much applause. It may be said of 
Cobb that if he will but stick to the right, 
his future is a bright one, for already he 
is a fluent speaker and logical in discus- 
sion; ready and witty in the right way.’”’ 

Mr. Cobb went directly’: from Orangeburg, 
S. C., to Asheville, N. C., where he deliv- 
ered an address to the Sons of Confederate 
Veterans at 2 o’clock p. m. on the Wth, 
and then later addressed two thousand citi- 
zens at the courthouse in Asheville in be- 
half of Bryan and Sewall. The press of 
North Carolina published Mr. Cobb's 
speech in full. 

The Asheville Daily Gazetta says: 
Cobb arrived about 3 o’clock and amid 
shouts was carried from the ¢ar to the 
pavilion. His speech in the afternoon was 
one of the features of the day. The speak- 
er Was introduced wv W. W. West, who 
pild a high tribute to his ancestors.” 

Under heavy headlines The Gazette pub- 
lished Mr. Cobb's speech for Bryan and 
Sewall at length side by side with a detailed 
report of Mr. Cobb’s speech before the 
Sons of Veterans, and together with the 
other North Carolina papers commented 
with unstinted praise upon the two efforts 
delivered ex tempore in a single day, after 
Mr. Cobb had just arrived from South 
Carolina and before he had time to rest, 
as Mr. Cobb was hurried straight from the 
train to the barbecue grounds. 


YOUNG AND OLD HORSE THIEVES 
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Boys in Valdosta Jail Charged with 
Theft of Horse and Buggy. 
Valdosts, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)—Night 
before last a horse was stolen from Mr. 
Macdonald's place in the upper part of the 
county, and during the same night Mr. 
lL, Solomon, of this city, had a buggy 
stolen from his stable. The horse was 
traced from its place above here to the 
city, and then a posse was formed to go 
in search of the thief, a warm trail being 
got trom the start. The thief was cap- 
tured this morning in Brooks county, but 
not until a load of shot had been emptied 
into him. It was reported here that the 
negro was killed, but a subsequent re- 
port stated that he was very badiy wound- 
ed. As soon as he can be moved, if he 
does not die, he will be brought here and 
lodged in jail. The thief proved to be an 
ex-convict from McRae’s camps, known 
to his associates as ‘‘The Squire.” There 
is doubt as to whether the negro will live 

to be removed. 

Two of the youngest horse thieves that 
have shown themselves in this section 
were Dan Tillman and Joe Cole, who 
stole a buggy with two horses hitched to 
it in the heart of the city this morning. 
Mr. Doll Nelson came in from the coun- 
try and hitched his team to a post near 
the courthouse. In a few minutes the 
team was gone, and investigation developed 
the fact that it had been driven off by 
two boys. A search was instituted, and. 
about six or seven miles from town the 
boys were overtaken. Dave Tillman was 
found tied to a tree and a man sianding 
near him thrashing thim to blisters, In 
driving along the read the young thief took 
the buggy whip from its place and struck 
one of the man’s children with it. The old 
man jerked the youngster from the puggy 
and tying him to a tree proceeded to wear 
him out. The two boys were brought to 
jail this evening, and Dave presented a 
pitable sight.

Needs $3,000 Subscriptions in Stock. 

The company has _ $17,000 in subscrip- 
tions. They need $3,000 more, and cannot 
proceed unless this amount is subscribed. 
This amount will have to be subscribed 
today in order for the company to hoid 
option on the buildings further. 

“If the people of Atlanta want one of 
the finest pleasure parks in the south,” 
said a stockholder yesterday, “let them 
come forward and subscribe to this stock. 
The business might prove to be one of 
the best paying enterprises in Atlanta, 
Look at the Lakewood Park Company. No 
one can doubt that they have made money 
this year, and we expect to be much bet- 
ter equipped than they. All citizens are 
invited to the meeting this morning.” 


What They Propose To Do. 


The Atlanta Amusement Company pro- 
pose to make out of the Piedmont park qne 
of the finest, if not the finest, parks in 
the south for pleasure seekers. It will 
rao a there the following side enter- 

ses: 

An English road house in the woman’s 
building; a baseball . park; a_ football 
sround; a fine race track; military drill 
srounds; bathhouses; the chutes: bicycle 
and skating rinks; rifle range; shooting 
clubhouse; dancing hall: electric launches 
on the lake and other amusements. 

It will also donate tothe Fifth Geor- 
Sia regiment a hall to be used for an 
armory, and to the Atlanta Turn Verein 
Association a hall for gymnastic exercises, 
and a drill hall to the Knights of Pythias. 
rhe company also has privileges granted 
for conducting a first-class garden. In 
the auditorium the acoustics will be un- 
paralleled in any entertainment house in 
Atlanta. This will be used for opera, 
concerts, conventions, etc. 

The subscriptions are payable 25 per cent 
down, 25 per cent in sixty days and the 
balance when called on by the board of 
directors. The Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company, which will furnish transpor- 
tation to the park, has donated to the 
company $1,000 a year for five years. 


HAVE KEPT THEIR AGREEMENT. 


Southern Manufacturers Say They 
Will Curtail as Announced. 

A circular letter was issued to the 
southern manufacturers yesterday correct- 
ing the report that they had not kept 
up to their agreement to curtail. The let- 
ter is issued by the governing board, and 
is as follows: 

“August ist—To Southern Textile Manu- 
facturers: An editorial paragraph that 
recently appeared in The Boston Journal 
of Commerce regarding the curtailment 
of production by southern cotton mills 
has been geferally copled by the southern 
press, The editor of the Boston publica- 
tion asserts that although the southern 
mills have announced: their intention to 
curtail production, practically all of them 
are running on full time, and will continue 
to do go. 

“On June 29th the Southern Textile Man- 
ufacturers’ Association held a  spe-lal 
meeting to discuss the matter of curtail- 
ment. This meeting passed a resolution 
urging all southern manufacturers to cur- 
tail production ag much as possible. The 
mills were requested to say whether they 
would curtail, and to what extent. Four- 
fifths of the mills responded to the inquiry. 
Some could not stop operations at all, eth- 
ers said they would curtail slightly. Oth- 
ers agreed to curtail from forty to seven- 
ty-five per cent. A few mills announced 
their intention to close altogether until 
market conditions improved. The average 
of all mills reporting was thirty-eight, 
and one-tenth per cent curtailment. 

‘The mills were not asked to enter a 
positive agreement to curtatl, and their 
action was understood to be co-operative 
and for mutual benefit. Diligent inquiry 
and investigation during the past week 
furnishes ample evidence that the mills are 
acting in full compliance with their prom- 
ises, and that the curtailment during the 
past thirty days has averaged even 2 
greater per cent than announced. Ccm- 
munications from a number of mills tn the 
southern territory indicate very plainly 
that reduction in output will continue un- 
til Octoher 1st at least. Bv order of the 
hoard of government.

Who Will Have Charge of Populist Headquarters in Atlanta—Has an 
Office Here Now.

The business office is a very small and 
unpretentious affair. It is in one end of 
a big, long storeroom in which the type- 
setters put up Tom Watson’s copy and the 
heavy newspaper forms are made up. The 
me:hanical part of the large room is di- 
vided off from the front section by a 
frail wooden partition. Just a little of the 
froit space is taken up by Miss Sturgis’s 
little den. It is sectioned off by a wooden 
partion a little higher than a@ an’s head 
and is not very large. It is here that the 
vice presidential nominee will make his 
headquarters while in Atlanta, Of course, 
Watson will be surrounded by admirers. 
He is always eagerly sought after by his 
populist followers. 

Will Be a Busy Visit. 

Watson wiil not be idle while he is in 
Atlanta. His visit will be crowded full of 
business. Besides running the convention, 
he has an important meeting of the stock- 
holders of his paper, The People’s Party 
Paper, to attend to. Important matters 
are said to be pending in the affairs of the 
newspaper company. The question of run- 
ning a campaign daily will be discussed. 

Watson's effort in this line will be re- 
membered. eran a campaign daily here 
two years ago at a loss. When its dis- 
continuation was forced it was announced 
that it would be started up the following 
October, but it was never talked of again. 
This paper represented Mr. Watson’s most 
ambitious efforts to build up a political 
party that would control affairs in Georgia. 
It did not prove a money-maker, nor did it 
have the expected political: effect and it 
was stopped. It is not thought that the 
experiment will be repeated. Mr. Watson’s 
weekly paper is said to be a payer. It Is 
subscribed for by nearly all the populists 
and its coffers are said to be well sup- 
plied. 

Hard Nuts To Crack. 

The populist convention will have some 
hard nuts to crack. Indications now are 
that its proceedings will be full of excite- 
ment. 

The question of a presidential electoral 
ticket will be one of the first problems 
that the delegates will have to buckle 
down to. In the official call by Tom Wat- 
son it iS specifically stated that one of the 
purposes of the meeting is to put out a 
presidential electoral ticket. The advice 
of Mr. Watson will doubtless obtain, and 
it is pretty certain that he will advocate 
the putting out of a full ticket for Bryan 
und Watson. He has said that unless Mr. 
Sewall withdraws fusion with the demo- 
crats in the matter of presidential electors 
could not be considered. This is his per- 
sonal view of the matter and whatever 
he recommends will be adopted by the con- 
ven‘ion. 

Will Consider Fusion. 

The question of fusion, it is said, will be

He is a brother of John Sibley, 
who represented Cobb in fhe legislature 
several terms, and is now running for 
congress against Jim Griggs in the second 
district. 


ALLIANCE SHOE' FACTORY. 


Large One To Start at Hillsboro, N. C., 
Shortly. 

Raleigh, N. C., August 2.—(Special.)— 
Hlillsboro, a shoe 
whose output will be 600 pairs 
daily, will be in operation. It will be 
the second largest in the south—the one 
in the Richmond penitentiary being the 
largest. It will utilize 100 hides a day. 
It is the state Farmers’ Alliance factory. 

Colone] A. B. Andrews appeared yester- 
day before the railroad commission as:k- 
ing for reduction of valuation of the North 
Carolina railroad. It partly had been val- 
ued at $12,000 and partly at $10,000 per mile.

Pulpit Yesterday. 


OTHER SERMONS YESTERDAY 


Dr. Atkisson, Dr. Roberts and Others 
Discuss Vital Themes—Good 
Crowds at Churches. 


Rev. J. S. Dill, one of the most prom!- 
nent ministers of Richmond, Va., filled 
"r. Landrum’s pulpit at the First Baptist 
church yesterday morning. 

Dr. Landrum was at the bedside of his 
sick child, and it was impossible for him 
to be at the church. His child was very 
low at the time and was monrentarily 
expected to die, 

The weather was cooler than usual yes- 
terday morning and the church was crowd- 
ed with a large and attentive congrega- 
tion. Dr. Dill preached a beautiful ser- 
mon and one full of many important les- 
sons. He is a man of strong personal 
magnetism and held the complete atten- 
fon of the congregation throughout his 
sermon, He delivers his sermon in an 
earnest and impressive ‘way that makes 
it all the nore interesting. 

At the beginning of the sermon he told 
the congregation of the illness of Dr. Lan- 


drum’s child and asked them to pray that 
it might be spared. 

H{e said that most of the ministers who 
had filled the pulpit of the First Baptist 
Murch came from Richmond, having been 
called from that city by the congregation 
of the First church, He spoke of Dr. 
Landrum as one of the best ministers in 
Richmond and expressed a hope that he 
would some day return to the city where 
he had been preaching for almfost fifteen 
years. During this short talk he paid 
many pretty tributes to Dr. Landrum, 
speaking of him as one of the noblest 
men who had ever preached /God’s word, 

Dr. Dill took his text from Revelation 
iii, 20: “Behold, I stand at the door and 
knock; if any,man hear my voice and 
open the door I will come in to him and 
sup with him, and he with me,.”’ 

He spoke of how Christ always took 
simple objects to illustrate His word and 
stated that he would take a simple ob- 
ject to illustrate his sermon. Hie took 
as his illustration a house, a common 
three-story house. Hie told of how the 
cellar of a house is dark and damp and 
the inside is seldom seen. This was the 
most part of a man’s life—his animal life. 

The second and third stories were the 
™*tter parts of his life; the third story, 
Me lightest of the three, his head and 
brain. He, divided the house into differ- 
ent parts and made a beautiful illustration 
of it. 

“At the door of this house, the man’s 
soul,” he said, “God knocks. He-is not 
always heard and the knock is not always 
answered, But at some time during life 
it is at every door—at the door of the 
sinful and indifferent and at the door of 
the saved. In the sight of God there are 
but two classes—the saved and the un- 
saved, 

“IT am speaking to both classes and each 
One of you should see that the doors of 
your soul is opened when this Knock is 
heard, All of you should open the door 
unreservedly to Christ. 

“When the Knock is heard the first 
question is: ‘Who is there?’ When we 
hear a knock at the door of our homes 
and the servant goes to answer it we 
always ask; ‘Who is there?’ We havea 
right to ask it; the property is ours and 
the right to know who is there is ours. 
There are people who Knock at your door 
whom you run to with open arms and ask 
them in. There are others whom you would 
not dare allow to cross your threshold, 

“It is the same at the door of the soul. 
There are numbers seeking adnrission— 
sOme with good influences and others with 
bad influences—all seeking to enter and 
bring their influence to bear on the soul. 

“What are the means by which God 
knocks at the door? His word is the first 
knock. God's word above all things is 
the first Knock, Unsaved ones here know 
that the knock has come often to your 
soul, Kivery time His word comes to 
your ears in any form whatever it is a 
summons, Every time you read the Bible 
it is a knock at the door of your soul. 

“God is continually knocking at your 
soul, and when you hear me appealing to 
you it is a call to higher and better ser- 
vice, and will you not hear it? 

“How are you to know when the knock 
comes, you may ask? Your conscience, the 
watch dog of your heart, is the sentinel 
that will warn you of the knock at the 
door. I beseech you that you will give 
earnest heed to it. 

“The Knock is continual, but when. all 
things went well and the sky was clear 
you would not hear it.. But now when 
clouds rise in the horizon and begin to 
spread about over the sky you go out 
and look at it and wonder what it means. 

“A bolt of lightning shoots down into 
your soul and your hopes and desires are 
blasted in one nroment, and you see dear 
ones perish before your eyes. Then you 
look up to see what it means and you 
hear that it is the knocKing at your door. 

“What does God want In your soul? 
What does He do after He gets into your 
soul? He comes to you for the purpose 
of forming a compact by which you will 
do certain things and He will! do certain 
things. He will sup with you and you 
with Him. 

“His special purpose is to purify your 
house down in the dark story, where the 
inner aninfal man dwells. He will take 
you out of the darkness, change you, and 
lift you up into the lighter part. He will 
throw open the windows and shutters and 
let in light. Hie will have you go live 
up in the lighter, better story of your life 
and breathe the breath of heaven,”’ 


HIS THEME WAS “WILL.” 


Interesting Talk by Young Dr. Veazey 
Yesterday. 

Harry Lawrence Veazey, who is filling 
the pulpit of the First Universalist church 
during the absence of the pastor, Dr. Mc- 
Glauflin, .yesterday preached two sermons 
in a series on ‘“‘The Universalism of the 
Lord’s Prayer.” 

The morning sermon wags from the text, 
“Thy will be done.”’ Mr. Veazey said in 
part: “‘The very test of Christianity is a 
willingness to do God’s will, but we find 
millions even in Christian lands who refuse 
to do it. And we ask ourselves, ‘Will they 
always do so. Can the divine will forever 
be defeated ?” 

“In all the works on the freedom of the 
will, the freedom of God's will seems to be 
ignored, while that of man is insisted upon. 
But the Universalist church stands for 
the belief that God’s beneficent will must 
finally and completely prevail. The history 
of the world shows to the reverent gstu- 
dent that the grandest schemes for human 
advantage, when opposed to the will of 
God, have failed. Is the result to be the op- 
posite of this in the final outcome? The 
Universalist, reading the future from the 
past, says, “No. On the contrary, God's 
will will be done.’’ 

“According to Paul God ‘will have al! 
men to be saved, and to come to a know!l- 
edge of the truth,’ and the Universalist 
church places the strongest possible con- 
struction upon this passage of the script- 
ures, and although we cannot know the 
divine method in its fullness we do know 
that God works by love, for ‘love never 
faileth.’ So the Universalist believes that 
some time, though it may be far down 
the stretches of eternity, the infinite love 
of God will reach and reclaim the vilest 
soul. In the conflict between the will of 
God and that of man, the human will is 
not defeated by mere preponderance of 
power, but converted by the subtle influ- 
ence of love. 80 man is not saved against 
his will, but by changing it, bringing it in 
accord with God's. To deny that it is 
God's will to ‘have all mén to be saved’ is 
to impeach Christ himself.” 

The evening sermon was from the text, 


is constant and common. Experiment as 
he may, man cannot do away ‘with the 
great agencies of God in nature. ‘Twas 
God that established the eternal nature 
of things. A man cannot sow shoe pegs 
and reap wheat. We must all go to God 
and Mother Earth for that which sustains 
life. If those of us who é@arn our bread by 
the sweat of our thumbs and forefingers 
were obliged to rely upon the products of 
our own toil we should indeed find it ‘dry 
fodder.’ ”’ 
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LIFE’ AND IMAGINATION. 
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Dr. Vail Discourses Strongly on a 
Subject of Interest. 


Rev. W. S. Vall, at the “Church of Our 
Father,” talked yesterday on the influence 
of the imagination on the actions of man. 
His opening presentation of the object in 
mind led him to discuss the character of 
man in the fight of the biblical text, ‘‘As he 
thinketh in his heart, so is he,” and 
he strongly maintained that our lives are 
to a large extent made up of mental states, 
which are produced or acted upon by the 
suggestions we hear, or read, ar sing; so 
that life after all lg cOnnected more than 
we think with the environment of mind, 
using the word mind in an inclusive sense. 

but the preacher Said we cannot coupe 
with so large a subject, and so must con- 
fine ourselves to a side phase of it, and 
here, too, we find a biblical formula that 
eRactly expresses the phase we desire to 
bring to our hearers, for says this text, 
‘““‘l walk in the imaginations of my heart.” 
Taking a plunge into the seething life 
of the present and in the whiripool of our 
eager, searching analysis that is trying 
everything in the crucible of science, we 
are confronted by the fact that men are ask- 
ing the question, “Is there truth*in this 
old statement? Does imagination have a 
powerful influence in our practical life? 
Are there wrecks that are drifting in the 
seaweed of some troubled water of de- 
struction, misled .by imagination? Is it 
one of the most powerful of all influences, 
either for good or evil, In our lives?’ And 
in answer to these questions one would 
first of ail turn to the physical side of 
the problem, and there would find the 
influence of imagination divided into several 
groups, all important in the consideration 
of the problem of life. 

‘Il know men have doubted that mind 
could produce actual physical effects on 
body. But I read that at the psychological 
laboratory of Yale college, a subject seat- 
ed before one of the delicate machines in 
use there, grips the handle of the ma- 
chine as strongly as he can. Then under 
the influence of the thoughts, sentiments 
and imaginations, roused by Wagner's 
‘Slumber Song,’ his grip unconsciously 
loosens, while it tightens and rises two 
or three points when the rousing and mov- 
ing notes of the ‘Gilant’s Motive,’ by the 
same composer, are grandly played. Well, 
what has happened? An idea has been 
lodged in his mind. That idea-has created 
certain emotions and imaginations, and 
these in turn have had a distinct tnflu- 
ence on his muscle, and indeed on his 
whole body. 

“Are you prepared to go. with me furth- 
er? Then we shall call to mind that .au- 
thenticated statement that a blindfolded 
man. a condemned criminal, having water 
poured upon his wrist and supposing it 
was his blood flowing therefrom, was act- 
ually executed in this way by the power 
of mind.” 

After turning to the history of actual 
men, to show the power of suggestion on 
life, the preacher turned to the practical 
side of the question. We are not likely to 
get into the more dramatic side of the ex- 
perience, which usually belongs, to an age 
that is different from ours. But how is it 
in our circle of experience? Where was 
the beginning, of the bad life of Macbeth” 
Where but on the heath, when elated bv 
the victory won. highly exalted, filled with 
a nameless longing and a nameless promise 
in his mind, all indefinite as yet, however, 
he heard the words of the weird sisters? 
And from the hour their suggestions took 
possession of his mind, he was a new 
man. The old was gone. The new was 
at hand. The die was cast. Henceforth 
all energies were bent for the hour in the 
one direction that would accomplish the

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OWE NO MAN ANY THING. 
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Dr. J. W. Roberts Talks on a Timely 
Topic at Trinity. 

Dr. J. W. Roberts preached a splendid 
germon at Trinity church yesterday. Des- 
pite the warm weather a large audience 
was present and listened with deep 
attention until the last word of tbe sermon 
had been spoken. It was communion day 
and just before the close of the services 
the whole congregation gathered around 
the communion rail and partook of bread 
and wine in remembrance of their Mas- 


ter. : ne 

Dr. Roberts took his text from Paul's 
epistle to the Romans, xiii, 3: “Owe no 
man anything but to love one another. 

Among other things the pastor sald: 

“It was a much agitated question among 
the Jews at the time Paul wrote this, 
whether or not it was right for them to 
pay tribute to the Romans, and he evl- 
dently had some reference to this custom 
as well as to the other kirds of debts of 
which I: shall speak later. ‘OWe no Man 
anything.’ In my mind Paul had refer- 
ence to our debts among men as well as 
to our spiritual debts. And he did not 
mean to condemn the credit system which 
ts practiced among men; that is a system 
which is necessary. to the welfare and 
prosperity of alt nations, and it is right 
and proper; but he did mean to condemn 
the practice which some men have of 
contracting debts and then not paying 
them. We speak of tariff reform and 16 
to 1 as being able to put the country on 
its feet again, but if men would only pay 
their honest debts much would be done 
to relieve the financial depression. When 
I speak of men not paying their debts 
I do not refer to those mren who, through 
reverses of fortune or ill-health, have be- 
come poor and are unable to pay. Those 
men deserve and should receive our sym- 
pathy and our help. But | say now, as 
I have said before, that the man who buys 
your goods with the intention of not pay- 
ing you for them, is as much a thief as 
if he steals your purse, and the man.who 
buys your goods with the intention of 
paying for them, and then afterwards 
seeks to defraud you out of the money 
that is due you, is guilty of larceny after 
trust, and though legaliy he is an honest 
man, in the sight of God he is a thief. 

“Then there is another debt, an inrag- 
inary debt, of which I am going to speak, 
and that is the debt of retahation.

To love one 
another is a debt we Owe to God: it is a 
debt we owe to society; it is a debt we 
owe to God, because He gave His only son 
to die for us on the cross, in order that 
strife and contention might cease in the 
world. We owe our fellow-men a debt 
of love because we are continually being 
benefited by them. We are all one great 
family; we are producers and we pour 
our products in the world’s great ware- 
house, where each Man goes and takes 
what he needs. Even those who seem 
useless in the world are due a debt of 
love, we are all benefited by them. The 
idler stirs me to action, the drunkard 
leads me to sobriety—by their example, 
it is true, Dut yet they benefit me.”’

Judge Lumpkin Authorizes the Payment 
by the Dade Coal Company. 


ORDER SIGNED SATURDAY 


Receiver Julius Brown Empowered To 
Issue Certificates in the Sum 
of $5,000.

An order was granted by Judge Lump- 
kin Saturday afternoon authorizing Re- 
ceiver Julius Brown to pay the amount of 
the fine imposed upon the Dade Coal Com- 
pany by Governor Akinson several weeks 


ago. 

Receiver Brown was also authorized by 
Judge Lumpkin to issue $5,000 worth of re- 
celver's certificates, which are to be used 
in defrayine the expenses incident to the 
operation of the mines of the Dade Coal 
Company. 

Lat Saturday afternoon the attorneys 
representing the Dade Coal Company arf- 
gued the question before Judge Lumpkin 
in chambers, and after the matter had 
been thoroughly discussed the orders were 


Tht afternoon the attorneys of Re- 
ceiver Brown will appear jbefore Governor 
Atkinson and ask that the amount of 
the fines be accepted. In granting the 
order giving Receiver Brown the authori- 
tv to pay the fine, Judge Lumpkin made 
the payment conditional upon the accept- 
ance of the fine by the governor. Governor 
Atkinson has not intimated whether he will 
accept the fine or not, and in order to 
learn the decision of the governor the 
attorneys in the case will argue the mat- 
ter before him Monday afternoon. 

The fine which has now be®n authorized 
to be paid is the original fine imposed by 
Governor Atkinson at the Investigation of 
the convict questions. Governor Atkinson 
announcéd that he would require a fine 
amounting to $750 from the Dade Coal Com- 
pany because of the ill treatment and 
mismanagement of convicts in the employ 
of that company. The date fixed for the 
payment of the/fine was July 18th. 

Receiver Brown failed to pay the fine 
on the day fixed by the governor. Gov- 
ernor Atkinsen at once issued an order 
rescinding his former order, and the amount 
of the fine is now under the consideration 
of the governor. The matter will probably 
be settled this afternoon at the conference 
to be held between the governor and the 
attorneys representing the Dade Coal Com- 
pany and Receiver Julius Brown. 

The issue of certificates by the recelver 

in the amount of $5,000 has been authorized 
by the: superior court in order to secur6é 
the amount necessary for the operating 
expenses of the coal mines under the dl- 
rection and control of the court through 
Receiver Brown. The certificates will prob- 
ably be used in supplying the convicts 
with food and clothing and other !ncident- 
al expenses that may be incurred in the 
management of the camp. 
Petitions asking that both orders he 
granted were presented Judge Lumpkin 
early yesterday morning, but after the mat- 
ter had been argued by the attorneys, 
Judge Lumpkin announced that he would 
reserve his decision until later in the day. 
If the fine is accepted by Governor At- 
kinson today this will end the matter of 
fines, and Receiver Brown will attempt 
to regulate the affairs at the mines upon a 
paying basis.

How Atlanta People Are Supplied with 


Ice These Days. 
Ice is now plentiful in Atlanta despite 
the fact that there was an apparent scar- 
city for two days last week. 
According to what all the ice manufac- 
turing people say all the ice machines 
in Atlanta put in operation would make 
nearly double the quantity of ice that 
Atlanta’s population are now using. 
It is estimated that the people of At- 
lanta these hot, sweltering days are using 
between 125 and 150 tons of ice a day. This 
is probably a little more than one-third 
more ice than is used when the tenrpera- 
ture is about 80 degrees, 
It is estimated that all the ice manu- 
Yactories in the city have a combined 
capacity of 240 tons a day. Thus it will 
be seen that there is no danger of an ice 
famine in Atlanta. True, if this hot 
weather should continue for, say a couple 
of weeks or a month longer, the ice users 
in the city might not be supplied as 
rapidly as would subserve comfort, 
but there would be no danger of any 
suffering for lack of the cooling article. 
During the fearfully hot period of weather 
ice has been the sole comfort of many, 
and but for it there would have been 
much more real suffering from the heat. 
Yet half the people in Atlanta do not use 
ice, To at least one-third of Atlanta’s 
population this cooling article would have 
been a luxury even on those hot days 
when the thermonreter was up near 100, 
A very small percentage of the negro 
population in Atlanta use ice, and a large 
percentage of the white people are unable 
to keep their families supplied with it. 
Ice, however, sells cheaper here than in 
nearly any other city in the south. In 
Macon and Savannah ice is retafled at 
several cents more per hundred pounds 
than in Atlanta. 
The prices here fluctuate and average 
about 35 cents per hundred pounds. None 
of the companies charge over 40 cents for 
retailing ice in Atlanta. Though this 
would seem very cheap there is not more 
than half of the 125,000 population of At- 
lanta that use it. 

Mr. Sol Benjamin, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Standard, the largest ice com- 
pany in the city, says the people of Atlanta 
are scanty ice consumers. The southern 
people, he says, do not use it near so 
much as the northern people who have 
made this city their home. 

“To illustrate how the ice scare arose 
last week,” Mr. Benjamin said, “one of 
mfy most trusted drivers was reported to 
me by a man over the telephone as quot- 
ing the price of ice at $1 per 100. As 
soon as the driver came in I asked him 
about it. Hie said the man who had 
reported the matter to me asked him the 
price of ice as he was driving back over 
his route after having delivered al] his 
ice. Ile replied that he could not let him 
have it at $1 a hundred, for he didn’t 
have it. That man construed the answer 
or pretended to construe it that we were 
selling ice for a dollar a hundred. Such 
things as this were what gave rise to the 
ice scare,”’ 

It will be seen that if only half of the 
people of Atlanta use ice, that is to say, 
60,000 of the population, there would be an 
average of four pounds of ice used each 
aay by one person, that this 6,000 use 
120 tons of ice per day. On such days ag 
last Friday there was probably 150 tons 
of ice sold to 75,000 people in Atlanta. 
This would make the same percentage of 
four pounds to each person. 

The ice companies in Atlanta which fur- 
nish Atlanta with ice are the Standard 
th® Georgia, the Gate City, the Purity 
and Mr. Sawtell’s plant. The Standard 
has four plants and has about six times 
as great a capacity as any of the others. 
This conrpany manufactures ice in blocks 
while the Georgia Ice Company freezes a 
large tank fuH and cuts it into blocks af- 
terwards. The latter process takes about 
ten days to manufacture ice while the 
former takes only twenty-four hours 

The people of Atlanta are given one ice 
delivery a day except on some streets 
where two deliveries are made. ‘
